Pernictous Anemia 


in the path of high morale among the 

organizations of manufacturers, 
wholesalers, and independent retailers, 
the larger volume of business (and con- 
sequently of profit) reported by our lead- 
ing drug and toilet goods manufacturers 
is a wonder to behold. Certainly nothing 
but an unusual wave of prosperity, com- 
bined with the confidence of the public in 
a continuance of that prosperity could 
have prevented manufacturers from feel- 
ing the effects of these obstacles. 


HETHER we call it merely a tran- 

sitory period, or whether we lay 
the blame on the doorstep of the banking 
firms who are obtaining the money caus- 
ing this lessening of morale, makes no 
difference. Neither does it make any 
difference whether we think mergers are 
good or bad for the future of the industry. 
The condition has arisen that great 
quantities of men are not sure in their 
own minds who will be their employers 
to-morrow, and ever so many independent 
retailers themselves are not certain that 
they will continue to own their own 


stores. 


yr the retail outlets merchandising 
effectively and thus, by their own 
demands taking the goods from the 
manufacturers, the loss of morale in the 
manufacturers’ organizations, and the 
changing conditions within the wholesale 
trade would cause little concern. But the 
independent retailers — principally in our 
larger cities — are not merchandising ef- 
fectively and the greater business is being 


I the face of the obstacles thrust 


done in spite of them, rather than because 
of them. 


= fact that large numbers of re- 
tailers are in a receptive mood to 
purchasers has created a state that will 
—quicker than the most intense chain 
store competition— sound the death 
knell of a very large portion the in- 
dependent retail trade even though the 
chains do not buy the stores. As the 
process of giving free options continues 
and the owners neglect their stores — 
always hoping that some chain sooner 
or later will take them over — the units 
of chains now in operation will cause 
the independents to pale into insignifi- 
cance as effective merchandisers, thus 
giving to the chains a reputation they 
would never earn were the independents 
in a fighting mood. 


T is true that this condition is far more 

prevalent in the larger cities than in 
the outlying districts, but the germ will 
quickly spread. All that is needed is a 
promise of a high price, and the retailer 
turns his thoughts away from improving 
his business. To those manufacturers 
who feel that a continuance of a vigorous 
independent retail trade is essential to 
their own existence, and to those whole- 
salers, or groups of wholesalers who are 
depending upon this branch of the indus- 
try for their existence, the problem is 
there. It may be a knotty one, but it 
must be solved if the chains are not to be 
given a clear field. It looks like a serious 
case of pernicious anemia that does not 
react to the famous liver treatment. 
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The Blindness of the N. W. D. A. 


During the meeting of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, there was an 
occurrence ‘of unusualsignificance'to the future 
of the Association that does not appear in the 
reports of the meeting as published. That is 
the fact that the Hessig-Ellis Company, 
wholesaler of Memphis, has tendered its 
resignation and the resignation has been 
accepted. To appreciate properly the mean- 
ing of the resignation of this company, the 
reason for the step must be told. The fact 
is that the company has been changing its 
policies from those of a service wholesaler to 
those of a mutual, and rather than go contrary 
to the trend of distribution as they see it, the 
executives of the company prefer to resign 
from this national organization. 

Thus it will be seen that only those who are 
willing to continue to do business as it has 
always been done, are to remain members of 
the N. W. D. A. No allowance has been made 
for the changes that have most surely taken 
place in our distributive mechanism. No 
allowance is made for the further changes that 
are to take place. 

‘As a matter of mere self-preservation, the 
N. W. D. A. must change its policies or be 
relegated to the scrap-heap so far as its 
importance in distribution is concerned. The 
members of the association make much of the 
fact that the automobile manufacturers are 
operating through jobbers. But who, in their 
wildest dreams, ever thought of chain stores 
selling automobiles ? They also spend large 
sums of money on the Druggists’ Research 
Bureau in an effort to educate the retailer 
how to conduct his business more profitably. 
There is no doubt of the value of this work, 
but why not turn the searchlight on their own 
business — the business of distributing ? 

These wholesalers are anxious to tell the 
retailers wherein they have been making 
mistakes, and how these mistakes can be 
eliminated so as more effectively to meet chain 
store competition. The wholesalers expect 
the retailers to act accordingly. But have the 
wholesalers themselves listened to the advice 
of the manufacturers, or of anyone else, in the 
conduct of their distributing function ? 

The McKesson & Robbins group with all its 
branches control in the neighborhood of 50 
memberships in the N. W. D. A. The eventual 
plan of this organization is one of mutualizing 
druggists. Probably the loss of 50 member- 
ships out of a total of about 300 will partially 
bring the association to its senses. 
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Whom Will It Benefit? 


According to the statement made by the 
Washington Representative of the N. W. D. A. 
Senator Capper feels certain that the well 
known Capper-Kelly Fair Trade Bill will pass 
the Senate at the session of Congress opening 
next December. This, states the representa- 
tive, is the closest we have come to passing 
this desirable piece of legislation. 

Try as we will, we cannot bring ourselves to 
the point of considering this legislation con- 
structive or advantageous to the drug industry 
in any of its branches. While it is pointed out 
that the bill is not obligatory, and that any 
manufacturer may choose or not to employ 
the protection of the bill, we ‘fail to see that 
many manufacturers can choose to do so. 

The one thing that the bill will do to the 
products of manufacturers who would operate 
under it, is to establish increased sales resist- 
ance for their products in many localities. If 
the price is to be maintained, the private 
brands will have any additional margin in 
competitive territories to cause consumers to 
buy them. This fact was the result of the 
short trial of price maintenance in Canada, 
and will be the result if it is tried in this 
country. 

To-day we have manufacturers who do 
follow a price maintenance policy, but due to 
the fact there are many not following the 
policy, the sales lost by the price maintenance 
manufacturers due to price go in large measure 
to those that do not maintain prices. The 
present conditions, therefore, do give the 
private brands the chance they would have 
under the new bill. 


From the point of view of the wholesaler 
the advantage to private brands might be 
desirable. For under present conditions one 
of the most logical moves for a wholesaler is 
to place more stress on his manufacturing 
activities, and use his jobbing business as a 
means to distributing his manufactured goods. 
The service wholesaler must have more than 
a wholesale business if he is to survive very 
much longer, and doubtless increased manu- 
facturing offers a very fertile field. However, 
unless the wholesaler is entirely set upon 
becoming a manufacturer, (and, if he does, he 
also will be asked to operate under the Fair 
Trade Bill) he should consider the effect of 
this legislation upon the independent retailer. 


Maintained prices will not decrease the 
profits of the chain stores — it will increase 
them. Entirely aside from the marked in- 
crease in profits the chains will realize from 
larger sales of their own brands, lies the 
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obvious fact that more money is to be made by 
any retail establishment selling at maintained 
prices that at cut prices. The independent 
retailer, and the wholesaler, have the impres- 
sion that if the chain is not allowed to cut 
prices it cannot attract customers. There are 
other ways than competing than on price. 

If the chain stores can not only exist, but 
can prosper and grow with cut prices, how 
much more they can grow with maintained 
prices. If they are fundamentally more efh- 
cient it makes no difference if they buy and 
sell every item in their stores at the same 
prices. as an independent retailer, they will 
soon outstrip him. The increased profits to 
chains under price maintenance can easily be 
used to open more stores, and if the chains 
must have more stores to do the same volume 
of business, what do they care so long as the 
net profits are there ? 





The Ten Cent Size 


In a letter to the Churchill Drug Company, 
a retailer tells that he has been converted to 
handling the ten cent sizes of Listerine, tooth 
pastes, Hinds Honey and Almond Crean, etc. 
He tells that previously he refused to handle 
this size, but upon realizing that the chain 
department and ten cent stores were getting 
this business without competition — business 
upon there is no question of cut prices, — he 
changed his mind. 

Another reason that caused him to change 
his mind is that in buying Listerine in 1% 
ounce bottles for ten cents, the customer is 
getting more for his money than by buying the 
344 ounce size at the drug store for thirty 
cents. While it is possible to buy the 3% 
ounce size in some instances as low as twenty- 
five cents, this gives the buyer of three ten 
cent sizes a quantity of 3% ounces for the 
lowest price at which 314 ounces can be 
bought anywhere. 

The same thing is true of Hinds Honey and 
Almond Cream, states this druggist, and the 
customer can get more for his money by buy- 
ing the ten cent sizes. No wonder this wise 
druggist has decided to handle ten cent goods. 
He says he is going after this ten cent business 
and he believes that it will not interfere with 
the sale of regular priced goods as they will be 
kept on the shelf. 

The manufacturers have doubtless consider- 
ed the ten cent package as partly a sampling 
proposition. They have felt that they could 
afford to sell them at a close margin not only 
because of the large volume, but also that 
users would be induced to turn to the larger 
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packages. It seems quite likely that by so 
doing, they might later be doing the bulk of 
their business in the ten cent sizes, which we 
refuse to believe is the best thing for them. 





The Value of Alcohol Permits 


Alcohol permits are transitory things. They 
are only given for a period of a year and are 
subject to revocation at any time. Yet these 
fugitive things seem to be very attractive 
property when a merger is under consideration. 
And here is a state of affairs that merits the 
spirited condemnation of all those who are 
interested in the future of the drug manu- 
facturing industry. 

This may easily develop to a point where 
the prices at which manufacturing and dis- 
tributing concerns in the drug industry are 
sold will have very little relation to the actual 
value of the company without the permit. In 
such cases, the executives of the firm for which 
an offer is made will have to do some tall 
explaining as to why they cannot show a 
return on the amount of money for which 
another firm would buy them. 

If the fine old firms of the drug industry 
are not to be brought into unscrupulous com- 
petition from those who will build their volume 
at whatever prices they can obtain, this 
practice must be checked. To have the 
practice that exists in certain parts of the 
retail drug market extend back into the manu- 
facturing field in a large way would be too 
disastrous to think of seriously. 

But however light we make of the situation 
and say that it will never go very far, the fact 
remains that there are those would gladly 
give fabulous prices for concerns allowed large 
amounts of alcohol under their permits. While 
the drug industry probably thinks it should 
fight all the regulations of the Prohibition 
Department that would make business more 
dificult for them to conduct, they might 
better (in some instances at least) look at 
these regulations as a matter of self-preserva- 
tion. 





Retail Outlets 


Because only a registered pharmacist can 
dispense prescriptions, and because prescrip- 
tions are wanted quickly when they are 
wanted, we have many more drug stores than 
can exist on the sale of drug products alone. 
Often the fact is bemoaned that there are too 
many drug stores in the country, and in point 
of the sale of drug products, this is so. 
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The addition of side lines makes possible 
the profitable continuance of many additional 
stores. It is a sorry fact that the drug depart- 
ment is being relegated to the background in 
many of these establishments, but, neverthe- 
less, the fact that these stores offer just so 
many more points of consumer contact should 
give the manufacturer extreme satisfaction. 

From the point of view of the sales depart- 
ment of a manufacturer, the more retail 
establishments handle the merchandise of a 
manufacturer, the more thinly spread is the 
sales effort to the consumer. Also the greater 
is the task placed upon the sales d:partment 
and the more multitudinous are the problems 
that confront it. 

But we would hate to think that the tobacco 
manufacturers would bemoan either the fact 
there are too many tobacco stores, or that 
grocery stores, drug stores and restaurants 
handle their merchandise. These people know 
only too well that the more convenient it is for 
a consumer to buy the product, the more will 
be sold. 

Even the sales managers of drug manufac- 
turers spend great effort to obtain what they 
call complete distribution. And without ap- 
preciating the impetus that more outlets give 
to sales, they think only in terms of how this 
trend complicates their problem and of how it 
makes their work much less of a cut and dried 
proposition. 





Chains Without Private Brands 


The fact has leaked out that a chain of 
stores operating without private brands and 
attempting to exist solely on nationally adver- 
tised goods, has been operating at a loss. 
This chain has been extremely prominent due 
to this different merchandising policy, and 
due also to the fact that its marked activities 
in merchandising the goods of an Eastern 
manufacturer (who is a leader in consumer 
advertising) has repeatedly brought rumors 
financially linking the names of the two. 

The bankers still in possession of the bulk 
of the stock of the chain are naturally seeking 
a successful chain to take over this one. It 
appears that they will readily abandon any 
special policies that has made prominent, but 
brought them financial losses to the chain. 
In the future these bankers will probably be 
more cautious of activities in the drug trade 
and will hesitate to follow such a plan again. 

This creates a serious state of affairs for the 
manufacturers of nationally advertised goods 
and their relations with chains. Here is a 
chain merchandiser that went to the bankers 
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and told them of his plan. He was not to 
attempt to force unknown merchandise on the 
customers, but was to give them goods for 
which there is a ready market created by the 
manufacturers. The loss from the possible 
sale of private brands was to be more than 
made up in the confidence created in the 
stores by the sale of well known goods. 

But the chain has not been successful. It 
makes little difference whether other factors 
contributed to, or were solely responsible for 
this failure, the fact that this chain had no 
private brands will be greatly stressed by 
other chains in t eir relations with manu- 
facturers. 





An attendance of over 700 persons registered 
at the recent meeting of the N. W. D. A. does 
not mean that this association is increasing in 
importance. Ever so many persons present 
confided that they were there to keep their 
ears open and their mouths shut. Aside from 
the formal sessions, the meeting turned into a 
whispering session. What action would be 
taken by the association with reference to the 
McKesson & Robbins group, who are the 
other twenty-two to be taken into that group, 
and what policies that group itself is going to 
pursue, were three questions in the. minds of 
almost everyone there. We think that those 
present failed to get a definite answer to any 
one of the three questions.

The Story of Unguentine, Brought this to Country

cian, a retired Baptist minister, an obscure 

country drug clerk — these were the original 
rogenitors of a modern pharmaceutical company 
covering six acres of floor space, with offices in seven 
cities, in three countries, and employing over six 
hundred men and women. 

The British blood-letter, member of Royal College 
of Surgeons, became Sir Astley Cooper, after success- 
fully removing a wen from the head of George IV in 
1820. Today he is also remembered for his unique 
alum ointment, first brought to America by a per- 
sonal friend, Dr. Samuel Jeffery who settled in Geneva, 
New York, just a hundred years ago. 

“Cooper's Alum Ointment” as it was called for 
decades, was all but forgotten during the middle of the 
19th Century, but the formula was zealously guarded 
by the Jeffreys, until a grandson, Dr. Reuben Jeffery, 
brought it to Norwich in 1892, where four years 
earlier, the Norwich Pharmacal Company had been 
founded in an abandoned cooperage shop by Lafayette 
Moore, a retired Baptist minister. 

In those days, the little company, modestly in- 
corporated for $20,000, made a few pills by the new 
gelatin coating process. Since Lafayette Moore, like 
many ministers, needed financial assistance, he se- 


. BRITISH royal surgeon, an American physi- 








cured the aid of a local drug clerk, Oscar G. Bell. Bell 
and Mr. R. C. Stofer, who was president of the com- 
pany from 1906 until his death in 1920, perfected the 
ointment formula, and in 1893 released it once more 
as Unguentine, an antiseptic, surgical dressing. 

Since the early nineties, the growth of the company 
forms a fascinating story : 


The capitalization has jumped to $5,000,000 
Maximum number of products reach in 1920 4,000 
Tons of Ointment produced annually 5,000 
Monthly advertisements published 45,000,000 


For the first thirty years, Unguentine was used 
largely by physicians and hospitals. By neighbor-to- 
neighbor advertising, its reputation spread across 
the continent and its sales grew with unusual rapidity. 
In the early days, it was supposed to be a universal 
remedy; one of the early slogans, ‘From Abscess to 
Zona’ was followed by an entire alphabet of uses. 

However, as most of the letters that constantly 
poured in from doctors and patients indicated that 
Unguentine was used more for burns than forall other 
causes put together, this shot-gun appeal was changed 
at the turn of the century. At that time, the old 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse was burned at her dock 
in Hoboken harbor. Many of the rescued crew and 
passengers were taken to the nearby hospitals all of 
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The new home of Unguentine at Norwich, N. Y. 
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which used Unguentine for burns. Mr. J. Fred Win- 
dolph was then advertising manager of the company, 
and while discussing the Hoboken tragedy he chanced 
to remark “Our ointment seems to be the first thought 
in burns’. The phrase clicked, won instant approval, 
and has been used ever since. “The first thought in 
burns’ appeal gained a still larger public acceptance 
of Unguentine. 

Today it is used by Martin Johnson in the African 
jungle when flashlight powders explode in his face. 
It is taken to the Antarctic by Dr. Coman of the 
Byrd South Pole Expedition. It is used in every 
engine cab of many large railroads, and is found in 
the first aid stations of leading industries, and hos- 
pitals, and at beach first-aid stations for sunburn 
and other beach injuries. 

During the early years, Norwich furnished several 
thousand kinds of pills, tinctures, elixirs, extracts, 
tablets and ointments. Following the inevitable 
trend of modern merchandising, this long line has 
been curtailed since 1920 until today, approximately 
350 items are manufactured. Of these 60 household 
products furnish 75% of the annual business. The 
leader among these 60 is the old royal surgical dress- 
ing, known wherever fires sear, or the sun burns, as 
Ungentine. 

After the war, public acceptance developed into 
public demand, and in 1922 it was determined to go 
to the public through the medium of national adver- 
tising. The initial campaign had the unique advan- 
tage of being based on over 30 years successful ex- 
perience. No long period of missionary work on the 
wrong side of the balance sheet. Each year the ap- 
propriation has been materially increased and today 
over 100 magazines and more than 25 newspapers 
are regularly used to broadcast the healing proper- 
ties of this leading Norwich product.

Views on McKesson & Robbins Merger 


Particularly interesting are the remarks of Dr. 
Frank B. Kirby, sales manager of Abbott Labora- 
tories, and those of an executive in another drug 
manufacturing concern, with reference to the McKes- 
son & Robbins merger. Both of these men stress the 
fact that advertising and promotion have taken on a 
new significance in the competition for the consumer's 
dollar. 

Dr. Kirby's letter follows: 

It hardly needs statement that the independent 
manufacturer is warmly interested in the many 
recent and extensive changes going on in our trade. 

The fight for existence demands acareful study of 
all the various factors to contribute those facts 
that will allow the mature judgment necessary. 

The classical methods of yearsso successfully used 
in the transfer of manufactured products from the 
source of supply right through to the consumer 


will hardly be discarded and all parties concerned. 


will welcome those changes that will eliminate 
waste if the resulting profits are shared. 

Manufacturers do not want to retail. Jobbers 
should not manufacture, and if the existing and 
suggested mergers are a part of the newmerchan- 
dising scheme of things manufacturers will adapt 
their machinery to meet the issue. 

It still remains for research to develop new products 
or improvements in the old. It still remains for the 
sales department to create demand, working in 
harmony with production. 

Therefore, it would seem that advertising and 
promotion must be studied as never before. Both 
by detailing and printer's ink, the market or buying 
public must be, and will be educated to using 
specified brands, and it is sure as shooting that 
buying mergers will be only too glad to benefit by 
the created demand. 

Nobody is after anybody's hide. We are not 
interested in anybody's failure. We are not fight- 
ing any class of trade or others in the same class. 
Therefore, much time will be saved by open dis- 
cussion on the floor of conventions that invite the 
co-operation of allied interests. 
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As never before, the consumer must be studied 
and as the manufacturer wins his loyal support, 
we feel certain of an appreciated co-operation by 
both the purchasing and sales ends of mergers, 
mutuals and independent jobbers and retailers. 


The executive of the other drug manufacturer 
states: 

I am not at all surprised at the announcement of 
the consolidation under the name of McKesson & 
Robbins, Inc. The wholesale jobber, of course, 
must keep up with the trend of the times in com- 
petition with the many consolidations and the 
rapid progress of the chain store systems in this 
country. 

It, therefore, behooves me to bring to your atten- 
tion the fact that there never was a time when 
advertising in the national field was worth so much 
to manufacturers as it is to-day. The consumer is 
the party we are all after and unless the manu- 
facturer keeps up his individual advertising, he 
will be lost in the shuffle. 

The chain store is none too friendly to any adver- 
tised line but on the other hand, he is not unfriendly. 
If the consumer demands your product he will have 
to stock it. However, it is only smart business on 
the part of the chain store operator to substitute 
his own brand for nationally advertised goods—but 
in the end, if the manufacturer is consistent in 
national advertising, he will be well rewarded as he 
will keep the chain stores from obliterating out his 
individuality. Of course, without the support of 
the consumer, the manufacturer who sells to chain 
stores must do so on strictly a price basis with no 
assurance of a permanent or profitable market. 


It isthe writer's belief that the many consolidations 
that are going on in the drug field will meet a very 
caustic situation in Washington. I personally 
happen to know that there is propaganda down 
there now to prevent any further monopolies in 
restraint of trade and they are aiming directly at 
the big chain store organizations throughout the 
country. 

In closing I firmly believe that any manufacturer 
that is sharp enough to see the hand writing on 
the wall in regard to advertising and the distribu- 
tion of his goods will put his greatest efforts into 
playing a lone hand in carefully and judiciously 
advertising his products in the national field. This 
will prevent these monopolies from obliterating his 
individuality and their atternpted dictates as to 
price will be protected by the tremendous consumer 
demand that will be created by his national adver- 
tising. 

For one who is deeply interested in a certain 
company I have no fear of the chain store develop- 
ment because we have been consistent national 
advertisers and I am sure will continue to be so 
and naturally will force the chain stores into a 
continuous acceptance of the article we manufacture, 
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How Does Your 
Plant Investment Compare ? 


HE fact that drug and 
toilet goods manufac- 
turers have an_ ex- 

tremely low plant investment 
per dollar of net profit has 
recently been brought to the 
attention of investors by 
Standard Statistics Company, 
New York. In the accom- 
panying chart published by 
Standard Statistics, a com- 
parison of the various indus- 
tries is made. From this 
chart it will be seen that in 
comparison with twenty-four 
other industries, the drug and 
cosmetic manufacturing _in- 
dustries are in a distinctly dif- 
ferent class than any of the 
others. 














While the drug manufactur- 
ing industry as a whole has 
the lowest plant investment 
per unit of net profit than 
any other industry, plant 
investment in this industry 
itself varies widely. From the 
investment 7 cents per dollar 
of profit for the Lambert 
Company, to that of $2.81 
forA.D.S., thereisanexcellent 
opportunity for comparison. 














these manufacturers, has an 
investment of five times that 
of the manufacturers. The 
food products industry (which 
may offer a desirable with 
drugs and cosmetics) has an 
investment seven times as 
great. The chemical indus- 
try (which is not far remote 
from that of drugs and cos- 
metics in general opinion) has 
an investment ten and one- 
half times as great. 

It will also be noticed in 
this chart that the automo- 
bile industry has a compara- 
tively small plant investment 
in comparison with many 
other industries, yet it is five 


and one-half times that of the drug and cosmetic 
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In order to present the comparisons it has been necessary to use vastly different scales. 


The scale upon which the 


automobile company property investment per dollar of net profit is charted is just 20 times that used 
in presenting the comparison for drug, medicine and cosmetic firms. 
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This fact is particularly striking when one refers to 
the chart that shows the plant investments of individ- 
ual automobile companies and of individual drug and 
cosmetic manufacturers. Here it will be seen that 
Lambert (the drug company with the smallest plant 
investment) has an investment of slightly under nine 
cents per dollar of net profit, compared with Nash 
Motors at fifty cents per dollar of net profit. Also 
American Druggists’ Syndicate (the drug company 
with the largest plant investment) has an investment 
of $2.81 per dollar of net profit, compared with the 
Franklin Manufacturing Company's investment of 
$30.00 per dollar of net profit. 

With reference to this fact Standard Statistics 
Company says: 

Contrasted with the lack of success by several 
automobile manufacturers who have sought to 
operate with small property investments has been 
the conspicuous success of the drug, medicine and 
cosmetic producers. 

Thus in a table showing a selected list of concerns 
which earned the greatest amounts on their property 
valuations in 1927, the first five names at the top 
of the list are those of corporations operating in the 
drug, medicine and cosmetic industry. 

The five names referred to are the following:

In this list, containing fifty concerns which earned 
the greatest amounts on their property investments, 
and selected from a list of 544 companies, fully thirty 
concerns are operating in five lines of business: 1. 
Drugs, Medicines and Cosmetics; 2. Household 
Equipment and supplies; 3. Retail Trade; 4. Food 
Products; 5. Tobacco Products. 

In the matter of the drug, medicine and cosmetic 
industry, says Standard Statistics Company, the 
minimum property value theory has been a matter 
of choice rather than of necessity, and has been com- 
pletely validated by certain leading concerns. Perhaps 
one reason why it has been validated is because, not 
being obliged to apply large protions of capital or 
profits to original plant or renewals, such concerns 
have had all the greater margin to devote to selling 
efforts. 

Standard Statistics Company says further: 

In between distinct theories of property invest- 
ment, there are a countless number of deviations 
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and comprises, so far as the practices of individual 
corporations are concerned. 

Depreciation policies, for example, enter into the 
problem. A concern which charges large sums to 
depreciation each year will, presumably, show 
larger earnings on its physical assets than will one 
which makes smaller depreciation charges. But 
rapid depreciation must be compensated for by the 
building up of some other type of assets. 

Managerial pride is often involved — and some- 
times disastrously. One automobile company, for 
example, is known to have refined its production 
enormously a few years ago, but then found itself 
unable to increase its sales to compensate for the 
luxury of its new plant and equipment. It escaped 
the receiver, but only by a narrow margin. 

Many concerns consciously carry an over capacity 
so that they will be able to take care of peak loads 
in times of boom — when profits are customarily 
the largest. 

When all is said and done, the problem of how 
much property a given corporation ‘can afford 
revolves itself into the simple question of how much 
property, and what kind of property, will yield 
the most satisfactory return over a period of years. 

Many business concerns which have found them- 
selves over-burdened with plant and equipment had 
failed to see their problem clearly while striving for 
its solution.. 

We know of one large manufacturing establish- 
ment which is constantly computing the value of 
its investment in each division of its establishment 
by measuring the cost of the product of that 
division against the lowest possible obtainable 
market price for products of the same type. It has 
stern courage. In effect, it says to each of the 
department foremen: “We will need so many units 
of Product X during the next quarter. Make them 
for us if you can do so more cheaply than you can 
buy them in the open market. If you can buy them 
more cheaply than you can make them, close down 
your department and become a purchasing agent 
until you can get your costs down.” 

This company does not wait until it is completely 
beaten before it acknowledges its mistakes. It has 
been a highly profitable concern. 





Synthetic Substitute for Ephedrine 


With the comparatively simple and inexpensive 
synthesis of phenylethanolamine sulphate by a new 
method, Hyman Miller and George Piness, Los 
Angeles (Journal A. M. A., Oct. 6, 1928), say they 
have at hand a drug comparable pharmacologically 
to ephedrine but considerably less toxic. Clinical 
evidence points to the inactivity of phenylethanola- 
mine sulphate on oral administration, and to an 
advantageously weak pressor but disappointingly 
weak bromchodilator effect on hypodermic injection. 
The field of the greatest usefulness of phenylethano- 
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lamine sulphate in therapeutics is apparently as a 
topical application in the nose, in which its activity 
is in every way comparable to that of ephedrine. The 
addition of a new drug to the already overcrowded 
pharmacopeia requires considerable justification. This 
justification, they believe, may well be found in the 
evidence here presented. 





Geranium Position Stronger 


ERANIUM oil has not improved its position 
during the past month as far as the consumer 
is concerned. The Bourbon oil has continued to move 
upward in price evidently due to lessened supplies 
being produced in Reunion. But the Algerian oil has 
developed strength of its own and has moved upward 
in price quite independently of the Bourbon, although 
the Algerian is still priced below the Bourbon. 

There are available in this country no figures on 
the size of either crop. But it is now generally con- 
ceded that the Reunion plantings have become greatly 
diminished and the oil is not there. This entirely 
dispells the idea prevalent last Spring that there was 
plenty of oil available and that the producers were 
holding it back to force the market upward. The low 
prices of the past few years have discouraged planters 
of geranium. This is only being felt now since it takes 
three years for the plantings to yield oil. 

The strengthening of the Algerian crop is under- 
stood to be due to poor growing conditions in Africa 
and the size of the crop is reported to be materially 
cut. 

Therefore, there seems to be very little liklihood of 
geranium receding from its present price by any 
appreciable amount, and there are indications that 
still higher prices might be in order. 





Conflict In Lavender Position 


While conflicting reports as to the position of 
lavender oil in the producing countries are heard, 
there seems to be no immediate concern among 
dealers here as to the position of the market. Reports 
recently were current to the effect that the lavender 
crop was large and lower prices were in order in the 
near future. This report has apparently been with- 
drawn and advices have been received to the effect 
that the crop will be approximately 30 per cent. less 
than the crop of last year. 

Meanwhile, prices here show very little, if any 
change, and some explain this by stating that ‘a great 
deal of the oil sold as lavender does not contain as 
much lavender as it should.” Others offer the 
explanation that although the market abroad is 
Statistically strong, there is not the demand to allow 
these statistics to have there full effect. However, 
they say, there will be less lavender oil coming out of 
the producing centers, and, if consumption remains 
the same as last year, the effect must be felt. 
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The products now being actively marketed by Pinaud in addition to the

Finding Pinaud’s Market

HE story of the rejuvenation of 

the American business of Pinaud, 

Inc. is essentially the story of 

John J. Quinn's contact with that 
concern. 

The men who work for him say that 
he, as executive vice-president, put 
new life into the company. He, as the 
guiding spirit of the organization, says, 
“| merely gave everyone a chance to 
use his experience and initiative to 
bring out the latent possibilities in the 
Pinaud line.” 

Whichever, is correct, the fact re- 
mains that within eighteen months this 
old-established concern has built a new factory, has 
put out new and modified porducts in the most up-to- 
date packages, and has advertised and merchandised 
these so as to make the most of the dormant qualities 
of a long line which for years had allowed itself to 


John J. 
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depend for sales volume on only two 
items. 

Here was the situation when Mr. 
Quinn, an accountant, was asked two 
years ago to guide the finances of the 
company until someone should be 
found to run the business. 

The French house of Pinaud was 
about a century and a half old. It had 
developed a complete line of perfumes 
and allied products which it began to 
sell in the United States more than two 
generations ago. When this line first 
came to America it consisted of bulk 
perfumes, cosmetics, shampoo, toilet 
water, powders and miscellaneous toilet goods which 
even included moustache pomade and liquid denti- 
frice. Until 1915, the sales graph of most of these 
items could be plotted on a generally rising curve. 
But from 1915 on, the graph showed that Vegetal 
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Lilas de France, toilet water, and Eau de Quinine, 
hair tonic, led the entire line in volume. In a word, 
while total sales of Pinaud products continued to rise, 
perfumes, cosmetics and so forth dropped while hair 
tonic and toilet water carried an ever increasing 
burden, until these two products finally represented 
90 per cent. of Pinaud sales in this country. 

Mr. Quinn, studying the business from many 
angles beside the financial, found the answer to this 
unusual condition. It was that George and Henry 
Klotz, grandsons of the original Pinaud and present 
owners of the company, had practically closed their 
offices at the very start 
of the World War to 
serve in the French army. 
Though over military age, 
they had gone to war, 
leaving the task of per- 
fume creation to subordi- 
nates. The result was a 
falling off in perfume 
sales. To offset this 
decline, the toilet water 
and hair tonic lines had 
been stressed in American 
advertising and merchan- 
dising until they con- 
stituted the main busi- 
ness. 

According to Mr. 
Quinn, “Despite the in- 
tegrity and international 
reputation of Pinaud per- 
fumes and cosmetics, there 
was no distribution in the 
United States of the real 
products of the line. And 
though these products in 
France are looked on in 
their field as we here look 





the basis on which to develop a quality line. 
Packaging was the answer to the second problem — 
that of giving the rejuvenated line a” quality appeal 
—and the manner in which packaging difficulties were 
surmounted is the key to the spirit in_which the com- 
pany is regaining its general market. 

“We wanted first of all a Tiffany package, [says 
Mr. Quinn in outlining the evolution of the cream 
packaging, “for we recognized that the first sale to 


“ women would have to be made on an appeal to the 


eye. While we felt certain repeat sales would come 
from the product itself, initial sales would best be 
created thrugh an attrac- 
tive cream container. 

“We settled on green 
for our .basic color, with 
silver and blacks to har- 
monize where needed. 
Which put us in the 
market for a green jar, as 
we felt we could gain dis- 
tinction only by getting 
away from the cut and 
dried opalescent type con- 
tainer. All kinds of green 
glass jars came up for 
inspection, but they lack- 
ed the quality we sought. 
Finally, we made an in- 
novation—a plain glass 
jar, painted with China 
paint and baked. Though 
expensive, this was very 
distinctive. 

“The next problem was 
how to seal the jar. We 
were assured that such a 
glass container could not 
be made airtight, but that 
meant nothing to us, be- 





on Tiffany products in 
their's, the name Pinaud 
in the United States had been allowed to become 
associated chiefly with toilet water and hair tonic as 
sold through barber shops. 

“Two main lines of action had to be followed if we 
were to put Pinaud merchandise in the class where it 
belonged. First, we would have to expand the line to 
cover its proper field once more. Second, we would 
have to give the line the quality appeal which the 
woman consumer of to-day demands in a high grade 
article.” 

No time was lost in tackling both these problems. 
In a new building, with new enthusiasm, the American 
Pinaud organization began to bring out the old line's 
latent possibilities. The first product to be brought 
to life was face cream. Fifteen years of experimenta- 
tion by their chemists had resulted in a new type of 
cream which lent itself splendidly to the new program. 
For here was a quality product which could be made 
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cause our new cream does 
not become rancid. So 
we worked out a simple tin foil and celophane disk to 
fit between cream and jar cover. And to keep the 
glass cover in place, four notches were cut in the base 
of the jar and four turns made around the jar base and 
top with green silk-covered wire. We pasted a black 
and silver label reading only ‘Pinaud’s Cream’ on the 
side of the jar, placed opposite it a similar black and 
silver booklet describing the cream, and then wrapped 
a transparent paper around the base. The result in 
our opinion was a truly distinctive package. 

This done, we designed a package for our traveling 
tube. On the cream tube itself we put a black, 
triangle-shaped cap. To carry out the triangle form 
in the package itself, however, we actually had to 
create our own machinery, for we were told that a 
triangular carton could not be delivered without one 
side being creased. In the end, we had the tube 
cartons delivered in the flat and designed a machine

of our own to seal them without the crease which we 
had been told was an unfortunatd necessity. 

“Carrying this packaging a step further, we de- 
signed an attractive box to hold a dozen tube cartons, 
and because the tube carton was triangle-shaped, we 
found we could pack a dozen in a container so as 
always to make a perfect fit. 

“The shipping container for the cream jar was 
another story. We wanted something which could be 
taken care of in the factory with a minimum of 
handling and storage space. But we could not find 
a corrugated board box to do the job we had in mind. 
So, in keeping with our general method of giving every 
man a chance to help rejuvenate the line, one of our 
associates took the task of developing the type of box 
we wanted. His answer was a shipping carton which 
is cut from a single flat piece of cardboard, covered 
with gray to match the basic colors of our line. This 
box comes to our plant in the flat instead of set up. 
We fold it as needed, and with a few movements 
obtain a box which has double strength at the sides 
and ends and which provides partitions for six cream 
jars. Only one extra piece is needed to provide all 
this, and that extra strip is cut right out of the original 
flat board. We have patented this box.” 

In barest outline, this is how Pinaud worked up the 
mechanics of its plan for developing a long line's 
latent possibilities through a quality product and 
attractive package. 

The cream was introduced to the trade by mail and 
followed-up with visits by the company’s fifteen 
salesmen. Consumer introduction was made slowly. 
In test cities, Pinaud demonstrated and sampled the 
cream while advertising in these cities through roto- 
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gravure space that ranged from one-half to full pages 
for from two to seven insertions. A standard window 
display added to the force of the campaign. 

Small cities, summer colonies, then larger cities over 
the country were gradually tried out to watch con- 
sumer acceptance of the cream. Results of sampling in 
such places as Atlantic City showed that women were 
very interested, for inquiries came to the company 
from widely separated places where women could have 
learned about the cream only as a result of the demon- 
Startions in resort towns. 

Gradually the country was pretty well covered, and 
New York City itself was tackled on January 15 of 
this year. A good deal of preliminary work had been 
done among Metropolitan dealers before full-page 
rotogravure advertising was run in Sunday newspapers 
to announce the cream to the New York market. The 
best way to describe the reception of this old com- 
pany s new product in its modern dress is to quote a 
trade magazine advertisement that told dealers all 
over the United States about New York's reception: 

Pinaud’s Cream came to town. 

What then ? 

So amazing was the story this new cream had to 
tell — so uniquely adapted to the modern woman's 
needs — that before Monday was half over, reports 
from the firing line to the factory indicated an 
almost unbelievable success. 

Hard-boiled jobbers who had said, “First. create 
your demand,” were calling up within 48 hours to 
give orders earning the maximum discount. 

Cautious merchants who had understocked were 
telephoning two and three times in a day for rush 
orders and samples. Letters from out-of-town 
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Window display used in connection with Pinaud’s Cream 
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readers of the advertising began pouring in at the 

rate of over a thousand a day, enclosing stamps, 

checks, money orders, and asking that the Cream 
be sent them at once. 

Ample provision, it was thought, had been made 
for the distribution of free samples, yet so many 
women redeemed the coupons entitling them to a 
sample that the supply was temporarily exhausted 
within the first three days. 

A great department store, which had been dis- 
posing of a jar now and then for some time before 
the advertising started, ordered an additional 65 
dozen before the second week was out. 

Under the old merchandising methods, Pinaud had 
sold only to department stores, barber supply houses 
and larger retail stores. Under the new regime, the 
company began to sell direct to retailers also, and will 
continue to do so in all lines. The result has been 
a greatly expanded market. 

One of the most interesting facts about this ex- 
panded market and increased distribution is that a 
good part of it was brought about by the new packages. 
Where heretofore many of the highest class stores 
would not handle the hair tonic or the toilet water, 
these same stores were attracted by the Pinaud 
quality cream package and not only took on the cream 
but also took on the tonic and the toilet water as well. 
The net of this has been not only widespread outlets 
for the cream but also increased outlets for the old 
products. 

The second product in this line to fall under the 
plans for bringing out latent possibilities is Pinaud’s 
Shampoo. This has been modified, sampled and 
advertised and is, in general, following in the foot- 
steps of the cream to greater sales. 

According to Mr. Quinn, other of the regular 
products are now ready to go on the market. Still 
others are being brought along to the point where 
they, too, can contribute to the general sales volume. 
New packages are being designed for these, and their 
dress will be as modern as that of the cream which 
took the lead in the company’s plan to bring to life 
the dormant items in a line which had been relying 
on two items alone to carry the company’s total 
business. 





Perfumers Groups May Merge 


A consolidation of the Perfume Importers’ Association with the 
American Manufacturers of Toilet Articles is now under con- 
sideration. Benjamin E. Levy of Coty, Inc., president of the 
Perfume Importers’ Association, presided at a joint meeting, 
which was attended by representatives of most of the leading 
houses engaged in the manufacture of French and domestic 
toilet goods. 

The question of consolidation of the two associations was 
undertaken by a committee appointed to consider the matter, 
and a report is to be given out at a later date.

Preparations of Valerian.—Concentrated valerian 
preparations, which are intended to give on dilution 
a product similar to the ordinary infusion of valerian, 
are examined, A suitable preparation can be made by 
percolation of the shredded root with ten per cent. of 
alcohol, any precipitate forming being collected on 
a filter after settling. Such an extract contains about 
20.6 per cent. of the essential oil and is stable on 
keeping. Other extracts made according to the 
method of the Dutch Pharmacopoeia (extraction of 
the macerated root once with dilute alcohol and then 
twice with water, the three extracts being united and 
evaporated to a syrup) and by a method in which the 
oil was first removed by distillation in steam and the 
distillate afterwards mixed with the extract of the 
residue, both yielded products containing about fifty 
per cent. of the essential oil orginally present in the 
root employed. E. H. Madsen, Dansk Tidsskr. 
Farm., year 1928, volume 2, pages 177 to 183. 

Examination of Clove Oil.—The best test is the 
separation of the sodium eugenol compound by shak- 
ing with a solution of sodium hydroxide, but the 
quantity of the latter specified in the Dutch Pharma- 
copoeia is too great. The best results are obtained 
with one tenth of the quantity. A modification of the 
phloroglucinol test is described. H. W. Van Urk, 
Pharm. Weekblad, year 1928, volume 65, pages 345 
to 349. 

Alkaloids in Ergot.—The procedure recommended 
in the German Pharmacopoeia, sixth edition, is very 
troublesome, emulsions being formed which render 
filtration difficult. The titration of the alkaloids 
isolated is also inaccurate. It is better to remove the 
fats by a prelikinary extraction with light petroleum, 
and to precipitate the alkaloids from the hydrochloric 
acid solution obtained with ammonia instead of with 
sodium carbonate. The precipitated alkaloids are 
dried and weighed. FF. Wessel, Pharmazeutische 
Zeitung, year 1928, volume 73, pages 354 to 355. 

Determination of Eugenol.—For the determina- 
tion of eugenol in a number of samples of oil the fol- 
lowing method is quicker, more convenient, and 
necessitates a smaller quantity of oil than that in 
which Hirschsohn flasks are used. Two cubic centi- 
meters of the oils are measured into each of several 
Gerber milk tubes, containing sixteen cubic centi- 
meters of five per cent. potassium hydroxide solution, 
and the tubes are shaked at five minute intervals for 
thirty minutes. An additional four cubic centimeters 
of the potassium hydroxide solution are added to each 
and the tubes are centifuged for five minutes, the 
pear-shaped bulbs being placed inwards. By the 
adjustment of the stopper the uncombined oil is 
raised into the graduated stem. The percentage of 
eugenol is obtained from the formula:—per cent. 
equals 100-50Vf, wherein V is the volume of the un- 
combined oil and f is the factor required to convert

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A Fight forMercury Control 


Forces Prices to New Hi e1opts 








LTHOUGH a fight for 

the control of a 

market generally (in 
this country at least) re- 
acts to the benefit of the 
buyer, we find in the pres- 
ent situation in mercury 
the direct antithesis of this 
condition. While the en- 
tire amount of the advance 
in mercury prices during 
the past few years cannot 
be traced to this contest 
for control, the advances 
during the past few months 
are almost entirely the 
direct result of it. And 
the prices would be—and 








Although a struggle for control | 
of a market generally brings 
prices down and reacts to the 
consumer's benefit, here is a case 
of a new form of strategy. Mer- 
cury prices are being forced up- 
ward to create sales resistance 
and a poor record for a new sales 
organization. London is fighting 
to stop mercury producers from 
taking control of the market 
out of her hands. 


| bystanders are the Amer- 
ican producers. 

Mercury is high in price. 
Much higher than it has 
ever been following the 
war. It will probably go 
higher for a time. If the 
fight is won by the pro- 
ducers, the price may do 
anything—stand still, go 
lower, or advance further: 
this cannot be forecast and 
is bound up with produc- 
tion, consumption and 
profits at various levels. 
But if the outside group 
wins, mercury is certain to 
decline to fairly low prices 











may yet be—much higher 
than at present were it not 
for the fact that those who are fighting for control 
are, in a small measure, hindered in their attempts 
by some innocent bystanders, who may, or may not 
be hurt. 

The struggle for control of the market is between 
speculators in London and the producers in Spain and 
Italy. London has always controlled the market for 
mercury although England produces none. Now the 
producers themselves intend to control the market 
and London will not stand quietly by and see this 
control taken out of their hands. The innocent 
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until control is gained, 
after which the group in 
control will advance prices. 

But properly to present the picture, it is necessary 
to revert to former years. 

The largest producing mine in the world is the 
Almaden mine in Spain. This mine is owned and 
operated by the Spanish Government. In Italy (the 
next largest producer) there are three mines — the 
Amiata, the Siele, and the Idria. Of these three, the 
Amiata is by far the largest. 

The Almaden mine in Spain, however, is the largest 
single factor in the world supply. Furthermore, this 
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mine seems to be capable of almost any production. 
Within the last few years, production from this one 
mine has been stepped up from about 30,000 flasks 
to a probable 70,000 flasks. 

From 1890 to 1922 Spanish mercury was in control 
of the Rothchilds of London. They bought the out- 
put of the Spanish mine and sold it at a good profit. 
In 1923 the Spanish Government decided that they 
themselves would market the mercury direct to any 
one who cared to buy it. This led to a group of 
speculators in London buying sufficiently large 
quantities from the mines to cause the control of the 
market to pass from the hands of the Spanish Govern- 
ment into the hands of these speculators. This con- 
dition existed for two years. 


Entire Production Sold 


For the past three years still another course was 
pursued. This was a contract with the Sociedad de 
Mercurio Madrid, (a group of speculators mostly 
English in origin) by which the Sociedad purchased 
the entire output of the mine for the year. This was 
accomplished by a new contrdct each year after com- 
petitive bidding. The first year the mine obtained 
a price of £12 per flask, the second year £14, and 
the third year, which closed last Spring, £17. 

While this contract called for the production of the 
mine during the year, the quantity to be produced 
was stated in the contract. The buyer did not have 
to take any more than the contract called for, but the 
mine was not limited to that figure in its production. 
If the mine produced more than the contract called 
for, the buyer had an option on it at the same price 
at which the contract was written. If the buyer did 
not wish to exercise his option and invest more mercury 
to protect his market, the material was offered in the 
open market at any price the Government cared to 
name. 

A part ofthe agreement between the Spanish Govern- 
ment and the buyer that caused the exceptionally 
high price of £17 to be paid for the year 1927-1928, 
was the understanding that if one company obtained 
the output for three years, they could have it con- 
tinually if they were willing to meet the highest other 
bid made. 

However, this agreement has been abrogated. 
There is to be no more selling of the mine's output. 
The main reason for this is that the buyer of the out- 
put last year at £17 succeeded in advancing the 
market to £22. Making a clear profit of £5 per 
flask. Consequently a virtual monopoly in quick- 
silver granted by the Spanish to a group of English- 
men, netted the speculators much more than the 
Spanish Government intended it should. The Gov- 
ernment is now going to try to obtain this large profit 
for itself, and English speculators are going to try to 
show them that it cannot be done. 

The recent step taken by the Spanish Government 
is the alliance of the Spanish Government with the 
Italian producers. Since the Italian mines are owned 
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by the Government bank of Italy, this is really an 
alliance between the two Governments. They are to 
establish a common sales headquarters probably at 
Monaco in the shadow of the Monte Carlo Casino. 
A more appropriate setting could not be selected for 
the sales offices of so speculative a product. 

Under this agreement production of the two coun- 
tries will be regulated. Effective October 1, exports 
from Spain and. Italy are prohibited, which means 
that no shipments will be possible except under a 
Government permit subject to the control to be 
exercised by the combine’s representative. 

But the speculators in London who have been 
entirely shut out of the market by this action on the 
part of the Spanish and Italian producers, do not 
intend that they should be shut out. And they are 
very actively laying a campaign to regain a footing 
in the market and defeat the plan of direct selling. 

The Spanish mine opens in October and continues 
operations until May. During the rest of the year it 
is closed. Operations for the season 1928-1929 are 
now under way and the new office at Monaco will soon 
start to function. 


Strategy of Speculators 


Now for the strategy of the outside group. 

The high prices that the Sociedad obtained for its 
mercury stimulated production at the Spanish mine. 
But since the Spanish mine had no sales organization 
this additional production accumulated at the mine. 
The Sociedad would not take the stocks unless they 
could control the market by a new contract for the 
coming year. Therefore, with the Sociedad contract 
during the past year calling for slightly over 50,000 
flasks, and production running up to possibly 70,000 
flasks, there are something less than 20,000 flasks on 
hand at the mine with a new producing season 
opening. 

The outside group of speculators in London have 
stocks of probably 40,000 to 50,000 flasks—enough 
to last them about six months under ordinary con- 
ditions. They are financially able to hold this mercury 
indefinitely. For the past few months this group has 
been the main factor in the market since the Sociedad 
has ceased to be active and the direct sales offices of 
the mines have not yet opened. This group has pur- 
posely forced the price of mercury as high as possible 
and they will continue to do so. This is not done with 
the idea of selling the mercury on hand as we shall 
see. 

The main object in forcing the price to new high 
levels is to make difficult the successful operation of 
the new selling organization. At the start the high 
prices will suit the mines to a tee. But high prices 
create selling resistance, and increased selling resist- 
ance is no advantage to a new selling organization. 
If, as these speculators anticipate, the mines will have 
difficulty in moving the mercury at the high prices 
and stocks continue to accumulate, consistent cuts 
in the price will be made. When the price goes low 
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enough, the outside speculators will step in and buy. 
And at just this point the control of the market again 
will pass from the hands of the mines to the hands of 
the speculators and things will be as in the past. 

If, however, the mines do not weaken in their price 
and continue to support their own selling organization 
whether they sell much mercury or not, the speculators 
can sell their 40,000 or 50,000 flasks at a profit since 
the majority of it was bought at £17 per flask and 
some as low as £12. 

The only fly in the ointmen of the speculators who 
are forcing the price is the action of the American 
mines. Production here has been stimulated by the 
high prices and the American mines are thought to be 
producing about 14,000 to 15,000 flasks, against a 
production of 11,000 flasks in 1927. 

This production comes from about 20 different 
mines located principally in California, Washington, 
Oregon, Nevada and Texas. Each of these mines is 
attempting to sell its mercury directly to the large 
consumers and has consistently priced 100 flask lots 
at $5.00 per flask below importers’ prices. This is the 
real reason why the prices to-day is not much higher. 

By about February or March of 1929 the battle 
should be won or lost, and after that time there should 
be no reason to expect any further sharp declines in 
mercury if, in fact, it should decline up to that time 
due to the weakness of the new combined selling 
organization. 


Editor's Note—As we go to press the first gun in the 
battle is fired. This shot came from the Monopoly 
and was very shrewd—not being at all expected by 
the London group. 

Instead of starting to market their mercury at a 
price equal to or higher than the levels reached by the 
English holders, the producers have gone well under 
that figure. They have named a price of £21-15s at 
the mines. This is equal to £21-18s c. i. f., and 
$125.50 duty paid. This is a clear break in the market 
here of $6.50 per flask at least, and in London it is a 
break of $14.00 per flask since the market there has 
been at $139.00. 

This move has greatly weakened the position of the 
English holders, and it will be interesting to see in 
what manner they counter.

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New Facts On Mercurochrome 


Fifty-four experiments were performed by G. F. 
Reddish and W. E. Drake, Baltimore (Journal 
A. M. A., Sept., 8, 1928), under practical laboratory 
conditions to compare the efficiency of mercurochrome 
and tincture of iodine in skin disinfection, Exaggerated 
conditions were produced in the form of excessive 
numbers of the test organism. A culture of Staphy- 
lococcus aureus was applied to the shaven skin of the 
abdomen of the rabbit. After the culture had been 
allowed to remain on the skin test area for twenty- 
four hours in forty-four experiments, two hours in 
eight and ten minutes in two experiments, two per 
cent. mercurochrome in aqueous-alcohol-acetone solu- 
tion, tincture of iodine and two per cent. aqueous 
solution of mercurochrome were applied to marked off 
square areas of the skin and allowed to remain for two 
and five minute periods andin two cases for ten min- 
utes. At the end of the given time of exposure the 
excess of each antiseptic was swabbed off with a moist 
sterile cotton swab. The treated skin was then 
scraped until capillary bleeding occurred. The skin 
scrapings from each treated area were plated in agar 
and incubated for forty-eight hours, and the surviving 
organisms counted. The results of these experiments 
are summarized thus: (1) Two per cent. mercuro- 
chrome in aqueous-alcohol-acetone solution and 
tincture of iodine are equally effective in disinfecting 
the unbroken skin. (2) When about fifty times the 
average number of organisms normally present on 
the human skin are applied to the skin of rabbits, both 
these antiseptics reduce this number to an average of 
less than one. (3) In forty-four experiments in which 
each antiseptic was applied to the infected skin for 
five minutes, mercurochrome killed all the test 
organisms (Staphylococcus aureus) in 53.8 per cent. 
of the tests, and tincture of iodine killed them all in 
63.4 per cent. of the tests. In 97.7 per cent. of the 
mercurochrome treated areas, less than five organisms 
survived, while of those areas treated with tincture 
of iodine 95.4 per cent. gave counts of less than five 
living organisms. (4) Aqueous solutions of mercuro- 
chrome have proved to be efficient clinically in the 
treatment of wounds and on mucous membranes; 
two per cent. aqueous mercurochrome solution is not, 
however, as efficient in skin disinfection as two per 
cent. mercurochrome in  acqeous-alcohol-acetone 
solution, since it has no lipoid soluble properties. The 
latter solution is, therefore, preferable for preoperative 
preparation. (5) The aqueous-alcohol-acetone mix- 
ture without mercurochrome is a very feeble germicide 
for skin disinfection. (6) Eighty-five per cent. alcohol 
reduces the number of organisms very considerably, 
but is not as good as mercurochrome in aqueous- 
alcohol-acetone solution or as tincture of iodine. (7) 
The use of both these germicides for five minutes is 
sufficient for preoperative skin disinfection. (8).

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A New Source of Borax 


Exploitation of the kernite (also called rasorite) 
deposits in the Mohave Desert, Kern County, Cali- 
fornia, probably will result in killing off the mining of 
other borate minerals elsewhere in this country and in 
other countries so that the United States will have a 
complete monopoly, according to Dr. Waldemar T. 
Schaller, of the Geological Survey. 

As far as is known, kernite, an entirely new mineral, 
exists nowhere else in the world. The deposit lies but 
three or four hundred feet beneath the surface, is 
more than 100 feet thick and extends at least 500 feet 
in every direction. It was discovered in 1926 and min- 
ing operations were begun approximately a year ago. 


Kernite is virtually pure sodium borate. The 
material mined is over 75 per cent. pure mineral, the 
remainder being clay. To prepare it for the market it 
is only necessary to dissolve it in water, filter off the 
clay, and permit recrystallization to take place. 


Marketable borax is sodium borate plus ten molecules 
of water. Kernite is the same sodium borate plus four 
molecules of water. During the refining process six 
molecules of water are added so that one ton of kernite 
makes 1.4 tons or nearly a ton and a half of borax. 
There is probably no other commercial mineral that 
increases its marketable bulk in such a fashion through 
the process of refining. 

Previous to the discovery of kernite the world’s 
borax supply was derived principally from the minerals 
borax, colemanite and ulexite. Italy procured it from 
volcanic steam containing boric acid. In each case 
the process involved was complex and expensive. In 
this country borax was formerly secured from mineral 
deposits in and near Death Valley, under dangerous 
circumstances, and had to be hauled from the mines 
by the familiar ““twenty-mule team,” to a distant 
railroad. 

The kernite mines are within four miles of the 
Santa Fe main line and a spur track, built at small 
expense across the intervening alluvial flat, has made 
transportation simple. It is estimated that enough of 
the mineral already has been blocked out to supply the 
market for some time and millions of tons for future 
needs require only to be shoveled out of the ground, 
dissolved in water, and recrystallized.

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Use of Ephedrine in China 


Consul S. Sokobin, Foochow, China, states that 
there is no difficulty in obtaining ephedra vulgaris 
in the three forms sold in the Foochow drug shops: 
(1) The root, in sliced pieces, (2) the stems, and (3) 
stems in medicinal preparation for native use. The 
last form is simply a lot of pieces of stems, about 114 
inches in length, covered with a brown syrup, which is 
said to be the honey in which the stems are roasted. 

In China, each medicine has its own printed “‘pre- 
scription” paper in which it is wrapped when handed 
to the purchaser. The prescriptions issued by the 
native drug shops, at which Ma Huang is purchased 
state: 

“The taste is bitter and substance warm. Curing 
asthma (?), the catching of cold, headache and beri- 
beri (?). It also causes the perspiration of sweats, 
the recovering of fever, the stopping of cough, the 
doing away with chill and fever and the clearing of 
all the undigested refuse in the stomach. The nature 
of this medicine is to cause perspiration with a great 
force which extends to the various minute points in 
the body. It is not proper for those of poor health 
to take much of this medicine. Prescription of Owner 
of K’ang Chi Drug Store.” 

Another prescription states : 

‘‘Ma Huang root, a Chinese medicine, has a pleasant 
taste without poison (harmless). A valuable medicine 
for stopping sweat, either sweating fits or night 


sweats. Quantities to be taken in accordance with 
symptoms. Prescription of Owner of K’ang Chi 
Drug Store.” 


Although the plant itself came from Chung Mou 
Hsien in Honan Province, it was stated that there 
was no difficulty in obtaining fairly large supplies at 
Shanghai. At retail the stems are sold for $0.08 
Mex. per Chinese ounce, which is the equivalent of 
less than $0.03 United States currency per ounce 
avoirdupois. 

It is believed that importers would be more suc- 
cessful in importing the raw material andextracting 
the alkaloid (ephedrine) themselves inasmuch as it is 
believed that the alkaloid is not extracted in China 
in commercial quantities according to American re- 
quirements. 

American firms desiring to import ephedra vulgaris 
in quantities from China can do so without difficulty 
by establishing connections with an exporting firm at 
either Shanghai, Tientsin, or Hankow, which are the 
principal ports in China to which raw products from 
Honan Province would be brought. 

The Peking Union Medical College can give all 
available information on the subject of ephedrine to 
interested American firms.

Record Gathering Meet to Discuss Wholesalers’ 
Problems — C. Mahlon Kline Elected Presi- 
dent — Dues Increased — More Money 
Appropriated for Druggists’ Research Bureau 
—Next Meeting to be Held at French Lick 
Springs. 


A record attendance of over 700 persons registered at the 
Atlanta meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
held Oct. 1 to 4 at the Atlanta Biltmore Hotel, tells only a part 
of the story of the interest taken by the drug industry in that 
body. 

The interest was not entirely confined to the deliberations of 
that body, but the convention was taken by the industry as a 
suitable place to meet people in the industry and find out what 
there was to be found out regarding the swiftly changing con- 
ditions in the industry as a whole. 

Quite naturally enough, the question of mergers was on every- 
one’s tongue. Mergers of all kinds were under discussion, and 
some of the gossiping sessions were so all inclusive that some 
members of certain companies arose and left the sessions with the 
certain feeling that no one knew what he was talking about. 

The merger that was not only on the tongues of the manufac- 
turers attending the meeting but also on the lips of the whole- 
salers who had come to learn the news of this one, was the 
McKesson & Robbins group. No one could tell definitely who 
were the other twenty-one or twenty-two wholesalers to be 
included in the merger, and speculation was rife. 

The matter of the McKesson & Robbins group was taken so 
seriously by the other wholesalers that a conference of forty-five 
or more of them was held behind closed doors on the Monday 
afternoon of the meeting. Here, it is reported by some of those 
present, an attempt was made to form a buying club of the 
wholesalers not in the McKesson group. Also an attempt was 
made to start agitation to change the name of the association to 
the National Independent Wholesale Druggists’ Association. 

Both of these propositions failed of passage due to the fact 
that the McKesson & Robbins group has not as yet given a 
definite announcement of its policy. It was decided that a 
committee be appointed to keep in close touch with the opera- 
tions of the new group, and if conditions arise that made any 
action advisable, they are to call another meeting of the inde- 
pendent group. 

The formal meetings of the association were presided over by 
Sewall Cutler, the president. Many people had the impression 
that something regarding the merger of wholesalers would come 
up at these formal sessions; but they were disappointed. The 
meetings progressed smoothly, and, while real active discussion 
of the committee reports was lacking, there was some discussion. 

The meeting opened Monday morning with invocation by 
Dr. Luther Rice Christie, pastor of the Ponce de Leon Baptist 
Church. Following this Hon. L. G. Hardman, Governor of the 
State of Georgia, welcomed the convention to the State. 

The greetings of other associations in the drug trade were next 
delivered as follows: Charles G. Merrell, president of the Amer- 
ican Drug Manufacturers’ Association; H. Smith Richardson, 
the proprietary Association; Joel H. Foy, the American Pharma- 
ceutical Manufacturers’ Association; James F. Pickett, secretary 
of the United Medicine Manufacturers’ Association of America; 
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C. S. Littell, New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association; W. W. 

Gibson, the New York State Pharmaceutical Association. 
President Cutler then read his address which is published on 

another page in this issue. 

The treasurer's report was read by Secretary Newcomb. 

The secretary's report was then read by Dr. E. L. Newcomb. 
Dr. Newcomb touched on the activities of the association during 
the year as it passed through the secretary's office. He reported 
the membership of the association as 294 active, 390 associate, 
and 24 complimentary members. This was an increase of two 
active and a decrease of five associate members since the previous 
year, 

With reference to fair trade practices in the drug trade the 
secretary had the following to say: 

A year ago your Secretary reported that he had placed before 
most of our state pharmaceutical associations the need for 
retailers to develop statements on what they hold represent 
fair trade practices. Most state and local associations of 
retailers created committees on principles of business practice. 
During the last year your Secretary, in co-operation with 
Secretary Henry, of the N. A.R.D., developed a set of questions 
dealing with fundamental trade practices. These were sub- 
mitted to the officers of all retail drug associations and to the 
committees on principles of business practice thereof. The 
Executive Committee of the N. A. R. D. agreed to serve as a 
clearing-house. At the present time many of the retail organi- 
zations have reported to the N. A.R.D. Whenthe N. A.R.D. 
correlates the views of retailers, the time will be ripe for a joint 
conference between retailers and wholesalers to deal with this 
subject. 

Inasmuch as this subject may not be referred to in any other 
report to be presented to this convention, it may be well to 
state here that many other industries are endeavoring to 
develop a more or less uniform consensus of opinion on what 
constitutes fair trade practice within their respective industries. 
Among the industries working along these lines may be 
mentioned the motion-picture industry, petroleum industry, 
blanket industry, paint, varnish and hardware industry, 
cotton-seed oil industry, furrier industry, etc. The usual pro- 
cedure is for the organizations within these various industries 
to appoint committees which prepare statements outlining 
what they hold to be fair and unfair trade practices in their 
respective groups. Separate conferences for each industry are 
then arranged, under the auspices of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. To these conferences all interests of the respective 
industries are invited. The statements are reviewed, and the 
Commission acts in either one of three ways: (a) statements 
are adopted by the Commission; or (b) statements are accepted 
by the Commission as an expression of the trade; or (c) state- 
ments are rejected by the Commission. 

Recommendations made by the secretary are: 

. That a vote of thanks and appreciation be extended to the 
drug trade journals of the country for their co-operation dur- 
ing the past year in the publication of bulletins and news items 
issued by the N. W. D. A. 

. That our affiliation with the Drug Trade Bureau of Public 
Information be continued. 

. That we continue our affiliation with the National Conference 
on Pharmaceutical Research. 

4. That the N. W. D. A. approve of holding a joint conference 
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Scenes at the Barbecue at David Hills Golf Club 


with the Federal Trade Commission and other organized 

groups of the drug industry for the development of a fair trade 

practice submittal for our industry. 

Numerous other committee reports were offered, some read in 
full and others only by title. The reports consisted of the fol- 
lowing : H. H. Robinson, report of National Counsellor of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the U. S.; Romanine Pierson, Rates 
and Routes; Joseph A. Huisking, Drug Market; J. T. Coulson, 
Employment and Welfare Committee; F. F. Ingram, Trade 
Marks; Sewall Andrews, Local Assoc’ations; Harry J. Schnell, 
Deceased members. 

The second session opened promptly Tuesday morning was 
entirely devoted to committee reports. The first report was that 
of the Membership Committee and was read by the secretary 
due to the absence of J. C. O'Dell, chairman of the committee. 

A. C. Boylston, chairman of the Committee on Quality of 
Medicinal Products offered his report. 

P. A. Hayes read his report as chairman of the Committee 
on Insurance.

Drug Markets 


The joint report of the Committee on Proprietary Goods was 
read by H. H. Robinson, chairman, and W. W. Gibson, chairman 
of Special Committee on Accounting. This report was of par- 
ticular interest and is extracted on another page of this issue. 

Discussion of the report was entered into by G. Barrett 
Moxley, Lee Hutchings, T. O. Duff, Mr. Faxon, Mr. Weigart, 
and Mr. Dunaway. 

The special report of the Board of Control on revision of the 
constitutions was next discussed. C. M. Kline, chairman of the 
Board of Control told of the changes. Discussion was given by 
Charles G. Merrell, James Penland, H. I. Fox, A. Kiefer Mayer, 
Wm. J. Schieffelin Jr., H. J. Bowerfind, J. J. Smith, H. D. Faxon. 

The third session opened with the reading of the membership 
report which was read by the secretary due to the absence of the 
chairman, J. C. O'Dell.

He also told of the progress of the attempt to pass the Capper- 
Kelly Fair Trade Bill; of the fight against cosmetic control 
legislation; of his constant fight to have the practice of multiple 
seizures abandoned; and of the chain stores investigation.

President Cutler read a letter in reference to the financing of the 
work of the Druggists’ Research Bureau, and read a resolution 
requesting the association to provide $10,000 for the work of the 
bureau during the coming year.

President’s Address to N. W. D. A. 





City and reflect upon the attitude of our members; on 

the character of those thoughts which were most promi- 
nent in our mirids and which we wished to have elaborated 
by our active Committee Chairman. It seems that at that 
time the thought that was most prominent and the call which was 
most persistent was the demand for information, for Fact Finding 
Investigations which would give to our member houses that in- 
formation which would be of value to them in the daily conduct 
of their business. Several recommendations were made on the 
Convention Floor and instructions were given to your Execu- 
tives that serious consideration be given to points in question and 
reports be submitted at this year’s meeting. Let us take up in 
a brief way these points and reflect on how your instructions have 
been carried out. 

(1) The Druggists’ Research Bureau, as you 
know, is now no longer in an experimental stage. 
It has been and is in actual operation, and prob- 
ably no activity affiliated in any way with our 
Association has received such wide publicity 
and universal praise as this. Under the direc- 
tion of its energetic Chairman and with a Com- 
mittee who are working unselfishly for the in- 
terests of the Retail Druggists, the Bureau is 
developing in a wonderful manner. It is heartily 
approved and appreciated by the Retail Drug 
Trade of this country and as it was for their 
benefit that it was conceived and organized it 
surely is fulfilling its purposes. 

(2) Our Educational Committee functioning 
through the medium of publicity campaigns is 
improving its method with each successive drive, 
and it is recommended that we continue to aid 
the work of this Committee in every possible manner. Not only 
should our Association as a body but each individual house and 
member should give his best efforts to assist and co-operate in 
the work. Much depends upon its results, and benefits will be

reaped as we sow. 

(3) It is with a great feeling of satisfaction that [ can report to 
you that our Association members, through medium of local drug 
centers, have now established and approved statements regarding 
our opinions as to what constitutes Fair Trade Practices. These 
opinions expressed, discussed, and voted upon by Local Drug 
Associations, have been assembled and correlated in our New 
York office and approved by our Board of Control. It is hoped 
that in the very near future a joint meeting of representatives 
of our Association may be held with the proper executives of the 
National Association of Retail Druggists, so that these opinions 
regarding Fair Trade practices may be again discussed, and that 
a composite expression of opinion of the two Associations may 
be reached 

Previous to the time of the Atlantic City meeting it had been 
determined to employ the services of the Harvard Bureau of 
3usiness Research to investigate the conditions of our business 
and to render a report in a way that would be comparative with 
the last report of the Harvard Bureau that was issued in 1924. 
However, in an open meeting you suggested and voted that this 
contact with Harvard be temporarily given up, and that our 
Accounting and Proprietary Committees conduct investigations 
along the lines of Departmental Costs. The Chairmen of these 
two Committees have given serious consideration to your wishes 
Their reports will be rendered later and will 
show the results. I| sincerely hope and recommend that this 
sort of work be carried on in the future, and be elaborated as 
our own resources and facilities for securing information are 
extended. If from the reports of these Committee Chairmen it 


and suggestions 
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is apparent that they were unable to secure from our member 
houses that sort of information which they consider necessary 
for determining accuracy in analytical reports, | would then 
recommend that we start from our foundations and if necessary 
employ the services of men acquainted with the details of whole- 
sale drug business and also with the analytical work of account- 
ing, and that they be authorized to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of representative individual houses and present to our mem- 
bership a working formula which will be practical, elaborate 
enough yet simple, which can be used economically by any one of 
our member houses whether large or small, city or country, and 
which will make it possible for that member house to furnish for 
the Association, or even more important to have available for his 
own use, those facts and figures which-are so necessary in the de- 
termination of Departmental Costs within his own institution. 

At the suggestion of your president a Commit- 
tee was formed last year to consider the question 
of the revision of our Constitution and By-Laws. 
This Committee has given very serious thought 
to the matter. First and foremost in their minds 
has been the basis conviction that our Associa- 
tion as originally organized 54 years ago, was 
built on the lines of democracy with a platform 
of equality and for equal consideration for the 
rights and privileges of our members. With 
this thought in mind I hope that after our Com- 
mittee has made its report we have an oppor- 
tunity or free discussion on the floor of this Con- 
vention to the end that this question may be 
finally settled here at Atlanta. Benefits to be 
derived from this Association are in direct pro- 
portion to the interests with which you parti- 
cipate. I recommend adoption of the report 
of our Committee with such modifications as this Convention 
deems advisable — 

Phillips Brooks once said : 

“Sad will be the day for any man when he becomes contented 
with the thoughts he is thinking and the deeds he is doing — 
where there is not forever beating at the doors of his soul some 
great desire to do something larger, which he knows that he was 
meant and made to do.” 

I cannot, however, pass by this point of interest without ex- 
pressing my own personal views in regard to the matter of In- 
creased Dues. 

Each one of us is anxious and eager for our Association to make 
studies and research into any form of innovation that might be 
of value to our members, yet, frankly we cannot do this work 
without additional resources. Extra money could be obtained 
by assessments, contributions, or increased dues; increased dues 
could be levied on the basis of a flat rate per house, or on a sliding 
scale with consideration of the volume of sales of each one of our 
member houses. The thought that interests us most is, that 
whatever. plan is adopted it must be fair, equitable, and accept- 
able to our Association. 

Our membership is comprised of both large and small houses, 
everyone of which is desirable, and whose membership we cer- 
tainly are most anxious to retain. No one house or group of 
hous¢es is entitled to any preferential consideration. Our interests 
are not limited or controlled by any group. We are a National 
Association with absolute lack of selfishness for personal gain. 
Any action on our part should be for the general interests. 

At this time and in connection with the question of a Revision 
of our Constitution and By-Laws, there is another point that 
should be considered. By legal advice, | am informed that we 
now have no restraint on the amount of money that any Ex- 
ecutive Committee Chairman or Employee or the Association 
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could spend. Any obligation contracted by any such individual 
would be an obligation on our Association. This surely does not 
seem right. We do not want to hold too tight a check and yet 
at the same time we ought to safeguard our Treasury against 
any possibility of reckless or extravagant expenditures. This 
year your Secretary has drawn up a budget based on an approxi- 
mation of expenses for the next five years. This budget will 
probably be submitted at this Convention, by the Chairman of 
the Committee on the Revision of Constitution and By-Laws. 
It seems to me that such a budget should be formed each year, 
examined and passed upon by the Board of Control or Executive 
Committee, and if approved by them and funds are sufficient 
in our Treasury to cover the proposed expenditures that it be 
adopted. 

This last year our Legislative Committee, acting under the 
guidance of our Counsel and Committee Chairman, have been as 
usual, most active and conscientious in striving to curb any legis- 
lative movements in Washington that they considered unfair 
and detrimental to the general interests of the Drug Trade. It 
is felt that we, as members of this organization, owe a debt of 
gratitude to those gentlemen who have been working so un- 
selfishly for our welfare. 

Your attention is called especially to the progress which has 
been made in Washington towards consummation of legislation 
in the interests of Price Maintenance. 

Mr. Clyde Kelley in a letter written June 23, 1928, to Mr. 
Whittier, Secretary of American Fair Trade Association reports— 

“A notable advance has been made. The favorable sub-com- 
mittee report is unanswerable proof as to the recognition given 
our measure as the remedy for intolerable conditions. 

“It is my confident hope that the Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee of the House will favorably report H. R. 11, 
shortly after Congress reconvenes. 

“With that accomplished, | believe Congress will finally enact 
the bill. It will be a well earned victory for a square deal price 
policy in business.” 

Local Associations: — During the past year it has been my 
privilege and pleasure to visit as an individual some of the meet- 
ings of Local Drug Clubs. | have been much impressed by the 
benefits and especially by the co-operation spirit shown by the 
members and their confidence and willingness to talk over among 
themselves the various problem of their locality. 

At almost every meeting that | have attended, the procedure 
has been along more or less similar channels, with the 
same routine of problems to be dismissed. Your secretary 
also has on invitation been present and has carried a valuable 
message in each case to the Local Wholesalers. In some of the 
Clubs there has been a plan adopted of appointing comm 'ttees, 
each of which was given some subject to investigate and to make 
a report upon. This has promoted general participation in the 
discussions and has eliminated the old tendency of the meetings 
being conducted by a selected few. 

I want to commend the continuance of Local Club Meetings 
and the extension of their discussions. Surely they promote 
good feeling among the members and instill that confidence in 
each other which is so necessary for concentrated effort. 

I offer the suggestion also, that the Secretary of each of these 
clubs, once in a while, visit the meetings of other groups. By so 
doing he will get new ideas and bring them back to his own group 
Association. 

Distribution: — Today is an era of free spending: demand 
for more than the ordinary comforts of life and a willingness for 
extravagance. Competition among individuals, perhaps even 
tivalry among neighbors and many other causes have speeded 
up the demands for luxury. The expense and development of 
national and local advertising mediums bring desire to the homes. 
Surely the consumer is now in a receptive frame of mind. 

Each year we see more and more retail outlets opening up. 
Some authorities claim there are too many of them and that the 
race for existence has developed into a case of the survival of the 
fittest. This, of course, brings us down to the vital point of the 
retail problem which is, that if it is a case of the survival of the 
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fittest, how we are to prepare our customers so that they will be 
the ones to survive Business in the old days was a matter of 
purchase and sale; a transaction for dollars and cents; of 
routine order taking and shipping. Today conditions are changed 
We recognize the fact that business is more of a pleasure than 
in the old days, that there is an element of personality that grows 
more and more important. Just as the personality of our whole- 
sale salesman reflects on the volume that he writes, so does the 
personality of the retail clerk influence the daily sales in his store. 

We, as individuals, buy our groceries, provisions, and all house- 
hold necessities from shop keepers with whom we are accustomed 
to deal, and whom we look upon as friendly and interested in 
our welfare. So do those who need drug store merchandise 
patronize those retailers with whom they are accustomed to deal. 
A clerk knows the woman who comes into his store, knows her 
husband, and the fact that one of the children has been sick, 
makes inquiry, shows that interest which is appealing, and the 
woman is pleased and when she needs other drug store supplies 
comes back to the same clerk. 

Our salesman, after an order is taken, stops for a few moments 
to chat over conditions of business; to offer merchandising sug- 
gestions, which he should be qualified to submit, quickens the 
pulse of the action in that store, and leaves, with the proprietor 
and clerk in such a frame of mind, that they regard him as a 
friend and co-worker. 

One of our individual members in this Association, who bubbles 
over with optimism, has said time and time again that business 
is there waiting for us if we go out for it in the proper way. 

We realize that although we think our service is as good as can 
be rendered, yet it is actually no better than that offered by some 
of our competitors. It seems to me as if personality is what we 
should now develop: personality of the sort to instill co-opera- 
tion and confidence in the service wholesaler. With the rapid 
growth of the retail chain stores surely the independent retailer 
is in a fight for existence. He, however, should have no cause 
for alarm, provided he realizes the situation, learns of andtakes 
advantage of the new ideas and suggestions which the chains 
are employing, and meets chain merchandising competition on 
its own ground. It is our responsibility to assist him. 

Let us help, let us extend to the independent retailer every aid 
and assistance that we can offer; let us make him feel that we are 
with him heart and soul and, in fact, not only with him in- 
dividually but with the National Association of which he is a 
member and for the principles for which that Association stands. 
Together, with the same ideals, with personality, with that full 
feeling of c-ooperation and common interests, we can work 
towards the light. 

In these days when everybody interested in the drug business 
is talking of the relative value of the different forms of whole- 
salers, we surely should not be content to rest upon our laurels 
feeling safe because of what we consider our superiority in the 
field. 

Possibly each of the various forms of wholesale distributors is 
a necessity or else he would not be in existence. Possibly some 
of these various forms of distributors are in existence because 
we, as service wholesalers, have not rendered that full service 
which we were expected to perform. We have been free in 
praising ourselves and in claiming that our service was as efficient 
as could be expected. Have we, however, actually performed 
according to the standards we have set ? 

Some manufacturers state that we, as service wholesalers, are 
most willing to make promises that we cannot and do not carry 
out. This may be true with some houses and not with others 
Everybody in business works with selfish motives, but it seems 
as if we must consider, the other fellow as well as ourselves. In 
the first place we must have our house clean. We must have 
a reputation for sincerity — that when we make statements and 
promises for accomplishment we will do our best to perform them 

Let us in defense of ourselves and of our position in the field 
of distributor — remember; never to condemn — to know both 
sides of the story and to constructively criticise or advise only 


when prompted by broad and unselfish motives and with full 
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knowledge of our legal rights. To always give credit when and 
where due. To promise accomplishment when possible and what 
and only what we know we can perform. 

Mr. O. H. Cheney, in a none too optimistic speech delivered 
in February, 1928, before the National Wholesale Conference 
called by the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, ended by stating: 

First: No method of distribution, wholesaling for instance, is 
doomed as long as it performs its functions economically. 

Second: It is possible for wholesalers to perform essential 
functions economically. 

Third: These functions cannot be eliminated entirely under 
any of the new and highly advertised systems of distribution 
and, therefore, these systems, if they are really understood, will 
not prove to be better than a system including the wholesaler. 

Fourth: An efficient wholesaler, using sound methods and 
giving legitimate service, has a surer place in our economic system, 
than any inefficient distributor of another kind, no matter what 
short-cut system he may use. 

Gentlemen, your destiny is in your own hands. 

“Therefore, all things whatsoever ye would that men should 
do to you—do ye even so to them—for this is the law and the 
prophets.” 

At this time I want to say a word of praise for those Committee 
Chairmen who have been so willing to make interim reports for 
the benefit of our members. 

An Association such as ours can operate once a year, at its 
annual convention, or it can serve its members continuously 
throughout the year through its bulletins. 

The interim reports as rendered have surely been most in- 
teresting and instructive, and it is recommended that Chairmen, 
in the years to come, keep up this form of good work. 

Special mention should also be made of the work of our Com- 
mittee of Credits and Collections. At the annual meeting of the 
National Association of Credit Men, in Seattle, our representa- 
tives were most active and prominent. This reflects to the credit 
of our Association, and we want to thank our Chairman for the 
work he has accomplished. 

It is realy unfair to commend the work of any one Committee. 
All of our Chairmen and other officerS this last year have been 
faithful and conscientious in their work. It was a pleasure to be 
associated with them, and our members, | am sure, are deeply 
appreciative of their efforts. 

Our New York office force have, as usual, been tireless in their 
efforts, willing and eager to take up any new work contemplated, 
and they have been very capable so far of putting it through to 
accomplishment. 

Personally, this has been a most interesting year for me. I 
realize the honor you paid me last year, and it has been a pleasure 
and privilege to work with you and for you for the Association. 

My contact with the Board of Control has been most pleasant, 
and | have been realizing more and more the tremendous pos- 
sibilities for up-lift work that lies open before us. 

About ten years ago I was at Atlanta attending a training 
school for Aviation Officers. A much respected Professor of 
Aviation Engineering was to give us an examination. There were 
about 80 members in this squadron class, and you can imagine 
how we sat ‘up nights studying for this examination, on which 
our commissions depended. The examination paper showed one 
question only — ‘How long is a string?” That was all. You 
can imagine how we felt, after our hours of study, not under- 
standing the question, and not knowing what was expected of us 
in the form of an answer. The dear old professor was a wise man. 
He wanted us to think, if possible, and he wanted to know which 
one of us could think of an intelligent answer. There was only 
one correct answer. A string is as long as the distance between 
the two ends when the string is drawn out in a straight line. 

That lesson that I learned in Atlanta ten years ago describes the 
policy on which your executive family for this year based their 
actions. From the time of origin of any plan or idea up to the 
point of final accomplishment we have endeavored to follow a 
straight line, without deviating through doubt, uncertainty or 
fear. 
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N. W. D. A. Associate Members’

A committee com- 
posed of Charles G. Merrell, Dr. Frank Kirby, and L. J. Auer- 
bacher was appointed by Mr. Hayden to go over the names of 
those present and offer a committee. 

The committee named was acepted by those present and, 
consists of the following: L. J. Auerbacher, The Dry Milk Co.

The point was stressed at the meeting that the committee 
must do real work before the next meeting of the N. W. D. A. 
The names and addresses of the members of the committee are 
to be sent to everyone who was present, and it was suggested 
that the associate members keep the committee informed of 
happenings in their own territory. 

Ways and means by which the committee could co-operate 
with the N. W. D. A. and accomplish results of mutual benefit 
to the active and associate members of that organization were 
discussed by those at the meeting. After the meeting adjoined, 
a meeting of the committee was held. 





Mexican Chicle Position 
(Special to Drug Markets) 

Vera Cruz, Mexico.—The estimated amount of chicle for the 
three districts of Laguna, Campeche and Progreso, that will be 
exported this season is as follows: Laguna district—1,780,000 
pounds; Progreso district—22,000 Quintals; Campeche district 
—35,000 Quintals. (Quintal equals 100 pounds). The quality 
this season will be of the very best and it is selling at $44.00 
per quintal (100 pounds) taxes unpaid and $47.00 per quintal 
taxes paid. These prices are for the Laguna district, delivered 
in the buyers warehouses. Exporters state that by selling their 
chicle to American manufacturers outside the trust they are 
getting 414 cents per pound more for it. From July 1, until the 
last of February the chicle is collected, from February to July 
is the closed season, (the dry season) and no gum is collected. 

Menthol 

The Department of Commerce and Industry in Mexico are 
making efforts to encourage the commercial exploitation of a 
plant known here as “Tabaquillo."" This is known botanically 
as hedroma piterita and is the plant from which menthol is 
extracted. This plant grows wild in Mexico in large quantities 
and experiments conducted by this department indicate that it 
can be made an important industry in view of the fact that so 
much menthol is now being used. 





A consortium of Italian small producers of saffron has been 
formed at Caporciano, Italy, in order to defend collectively their 
interest. Aquilian saffron, at one time renowned in all European 
markets for its particular characteristics—scent, savor and color 
yield—has lost prestige to-day because it is adulterated and 
sophisticated by speculators. The consortium proposes to re- 
endow the product with its just qualities or values, and to facili- 
tate its sale direct to the consumer. 
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Subsidized Advertising Resolutions 


At the recent meeting of the N. A. R. D. at San Francisco the 
following resolution was passed with reference to subsidized 
advertising: 

Whereas, the N. A. R. D. has repeatedly passed resolutions 
opposing subsidized advertising, because of the resultant evils 
which menace many angles of fair trade, and 

Whereas, certain manufacturers have abided by the resolutions 
passed by the N. A. R. D., and have refrained from practicing 
subsidized advertising in an effort to play fair with retail druggists; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the N. A. R. D. reaffirm its stand on subsidized 
advertising, and that local associations contemplating co- 
operative advertising be requested not to embarrass those man- 
ufacturers who are constantly and conscientiously striving to live 
up to the resolutions passed by the N. A. R. D., provided further, 
that nothing in this resolution shall be construed as preventing 
any local or state organization from soliciting contributions for 
constructive purposes in order to educate the public regarding 
the necessity and advantages of the independent retailer. 


Ergosterol Information 


It is the opinion of Alfred F. Hess and J. M. Lewis, New York, 
(Journal A. M. A., Sept. 15, 1928), that irradiated ergosterol is 
by far the most potent of the antirachitic agents. It is an 
absolute specific. Cod liver oil in the amount in which it can be 
given is a specific of limited dependability—only moderately 
effective for the average infant, uncertain in action for the 
rapidly growing infant, and ineffective for the premature.  Ir- 
radiated ergosterol is quite as valuable in tetany as in rickets, 
and in both disorders is remarkable for the rapidity as well as for 
the reliability of its action. As yet, however, no sufficient clinical 
experience has been had to define its proper dosage. Furthermore, 
the various preparations cannot be evaluated, as they have not 
yet been assayed on the basis of the number of “curative units 
(rat)"’ which they contain. The amounts now recommended and 
employed are unnecessarily high, as shown by the fact that they 
induce an excess of calcium and inorganic phosphorus in the blood 
in the normal as well as in the rachitic infant—hypermineraliza- 
tion. Too great emphasis has been laid in rapidity of action. It 
would seem advisable, before distributing unreservedly to the 
medical profession this potent concentrate, to make a more 
thorough clinical study of its dosage, as has been done in regard 
to other potent extracts. In view of its reliability, its high degree 
of activity and its ease of administration, irradiated ergosterol 
should prove a most valuable addition to the rapidly increasing 
fund of specific antirachitic agents. 


The value of United States exports of medicinal and pharma- 
ceutical preparations to all countries reached the record of $10, 
273,000 during the first six months of 1928, as compared with 
$10,180,000 for the corresponding period of 1927, a net gain of 
$93,000, according to the Chemical Division, Department of 
Commerce. ; 

The United Kingdom, Cuba, Canada, Argentina, Colombia, 
and British India took practically one-half of United States total 
shipments. The more outstanding changes in the trade were 
the sharp increases in exports to Germany, Panama, and British 
India and the falling off in shipments to Cuba, Argentina and 
Canada. 

Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick's Holstein herd, one of the 
finest in the middle-west, has been turned over to science to use 
as laboratory material in the search of a preventive and cure for 
common goiter. By mixing powdered seaweed with the regular 
feed, milk has been produced with sufficient iodine content to 
serve as a preventive and possibly as a cure for goiter. Prof. 
George W. Cavanaugh, head of the department of chemistry, 
Cornell University, has been directing the experiments. 
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New Vivaudou Sales Policy 


The new sales policy instituted by V. Vivaudou, Inc., New 
York, at the beginning of this year is reported to have been fairly 
successful so far, having resulted in the opening of thousands of 
new accounts. The policy, in brief, consists in building up sales 
in the small town and country areas which have, to a large extent, 
been neglected by perfume, cosmetic and toilet goods manufac- 
turers. After careful surveys and considerable study, the officials 
of the company came to the conclusion that their ordinary 
market was fully supplied. Sales in the large metropolitan areas 
were to all practical purposes at the point of saturation. The 
company was getting all the business the traffic would bear and 
the only solution which presented itself for further increasing 
sales was to go into new and undeveloped territory. 

It seemed logical to assume that an important potential market 
existed in the small town and country districts which hitherto had 
received but little direct attention from manufacturers of toilet 
articles. Proceeding upon this basis, it was decided to take the 
business out of the hands of the jobber through the establishment 
of a new sales organization which would take the company’s 
products direct to all the small towns of the country. A force of 
two hundred and fifty additional salesmen was organized and 
put to work in the rural districts with the result that sales volume 
is now beginning to show a steady increase. 

In support of this new sales policy a very ambitious advertising 
program was decided upon. Not only was it necessary to con- 
tinue such schedules as had previously been followed in order to 
retain already established business, but it now became necessary 
to considerably enlarge the advertising appropriations, in order 
to appeal to these new districts into which the salesmen were now 
penetrating. Although the present business did not justify the 
large outlay, it was felt that in prosecution of plans for future 
expansion heavy advertising was necessary, both in national 
media and on an extensive local scale. 

The company felt, as it inaugurated the program, that it would 
take at least a year to build up this business on the company’s 
own initiative, and that little or no profits could be expected 
during this rehabilitation. Not only did the new policy involve 
increased expenditures for sales and advertising, but there was 
also the additional factor of temporary loss of business through 
dispensing with the jobbers, to be taken into consideration. But 
officials were of the opinion that it was sound to invest in future 
sales expansion and although there can be no fair and accurate 
checking of results until this first test-year has elapsed, as far 
as can be judged at this time their opinion is being justified in a 
very satisfactory manner. 


Coty to Split Stock 


Directors of Coty, Inc., have recommended to stockholders 
increase in number of no-par shares to 2,500,000 from 459,300. 
Each stockholder will receive three additional shares fro each 
share held. A quarterly dividend of 50 cents a share has been 
declared on the new stock, and also an extra dividend of 50 cents, 
both payable December 31 to stock of record December 17. 

Directors also voted that “provided the business of the cor- 
poration remains favorable the 6% stock dividend paid in 1928 
will be continued as a policy of the company on the total increased 
number of shares outstanding." The number of shares of out- 
standing will be increased to 1,311,048, against 327,762 outstand- 
ing at present. New stock will be delivered on November 20 
to stockholders of record November 10. 

Coty earned $1,499,552, after depreciation and federal taxes 
equal to $4.57 a share on its 327,762 shares of capital stock in the 
six months ended June 30, 1928, against $1,055,721 equal to 
$3.41 a share on 309,300 shares in the first half of 1927 and $3, 
341,189 equal to $10.80 a share in the full year 1927. On the 
basis of the gain made thus far, total earnings for 1928 are ex- 
pected to be in the neighborhood of $15 a share. 
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Pepsodent On Price Cutting 


Pepsodent Co., issues the following statement regarding price- 
cutting-— “At this time of frenzied price-cutting evils the Pep- 
sodent Company publishes this statement to make clear its own 
position. 

“The frenzied price-cutting of today is not the price reduction 
of a few years back. What was once a sound, constructive mer- 
chandising practice has, through misuse and abuse by certain 
dealers, grown to be a menace to dealers and manufacturers alike. 

“Once, by normal, sane price reductions, sales were often in- 
creased profitably to the retailer and products more widely in- 
troduced for the manufacturer. Now it, has come to pass that 
oftimes dealers in the mad desire to increase sales cut prices 
more drastically than any justifiable business practice can per- 
mit and dealers’ profits disappear. 

“Today ‘super-cut’ prices fail to draw with old-time power- 
Women merely wait, knowing that somewhere tomorrow prices 
may be still lower than today. Training may build an athlete 
to physical perfection. But over training leads to weakened 
hearts and the conditions trainers know as ‘athletic heart.’ 


“The Pepsodent Company cannot control the retail price of 
Pepsodent. Certain laws prevent. Nor does it wish to, where 
sound business practice is the guide. 

“But where decision is forgotten, the Pepsodent Company, 
as a manufacturer, has certain legal rights. (Under the law a 
manufacturer is permitted to sell or refuse to sell his products 
to whomsoever he chooses.) And within these rights the Pep- 
sodent Company will act.” 


Although the quantity of petroleum jelly exported increased 
from 2,265,000 pounds, valued at $427,000, for the first six 
months of 1927, to 3,030,000 pounds for the first six months of 
1928, the 1928 value was only $423,500 or $1,500 more than for 
the 1927 six months’ period. 

Exports of white mineral oil for the first six months of 1928 
were 125,000 gallons, valued at $107,000. 

In connection with exports of petroelum jelly and mineral oil, 
attention is called to Statistical Statement No. S-8139 wherein 
the quantity, value, and country of destination of exports are 
shown. The cost of this Statement is one dollar a year. 


Considerable shipments of juniper and pennyroyal oils were 
made during the second quarter of 1928 from Spain, one of the 
principal world sources of these commodities, to the United 
States, with smaller quantities of origanum, thyme, and orange 
essential oils going forward to the same market. Malaga is one 
of the principal ports through which Spanish essential oils are 
shipped to the United States. There were exported through this 
port approximately 8,000 pounds less of essential oils during the 
first quarter of 1928, as against the first quarter of 1927. 

The exports of essential oils shipped via Malaga during this 
period were as follows:

There were also only 4,832 pounds of sweet almond oil, valued 
at $2,864, exported for the first quarter of 1928, against 10,980 
pounds, valued at $8,056, for the same period of 1927.

It is also known definitely that a third house (of a 
pharmaceutical nature) is to be included in the group when the 
announcement is made public. 





Dental Exports Less 


Although exports of dental preparations to all countries re- 
corded a drop of $214,000 or 12 per cent. for the first six months 
of 1928 as compared with the corresponding period of 1927, the 
decline was only six per cent. under the figures for the same peri- 
od of 1926. Approximately 76 per cent. of the total shipments 
of these products which amounted to $1,572,000, were destined for 
17 countries. The more significant changes in this trade were 
the sharp declines in purchases made by the United Kingdom, 
the Philippines, and Australia and the increase in purchases 
made by British India, China, and the Netherlands. Although 
the United Kingdom continues to be the best market for Ameri- 
can dental preparations, shipments of these articles to this coun- 
try fell. to $233,000 from $549,000 or 67 per cent. during the 
period January to June, 1928, as compared with this period in 
1927. 

The following table shows a comparison between the 17 best 
markets for American dental preparations for the first six months 
of 1927 and 1928:

Britain Imports More Soap 


British imports of toilet soap (in bars or tablets) and shaving 
soap more than doubled to 52,519 hundredweight from 21,939 
hundredweight the first half of this year compared with the same 
period of a year ago, according to a report from the American 
Consul at London. 

On the other hand, imports of hard soaps in bars or tablets, 
other than toilet, shaving or abrasive, tend to fall, and this year 
there was a marked decline in the volume of soft soap imported 
contrasted with last year. As a consequence, the aggregate of 
all soaps imported in the current half year did not record so great 
an advance as the figures for toilet and unnamed sorts should 
have created, the net gain amounting to about 12,000 hundred- 
weight, at a value of £73,000 higher. 

Competition in the domestic market for soaps continues to be 
extremely keen, leading to the lowering of retail prices in certain 
lines of toilet soap, and extensive advertising of shaving soaps 
and creams, the latter often with bonuses or samples at mere cost 


of postage and packing. One brand of toilet soap of excellent 
quality, which formerly sold at 12 cents a tablet, is now offered 


at two tablets for 18 cents, a cut of 25 per cent. Abrasive, or 
polishing and scouring, soaps are used extensively, but the range 
of descriptions is likewise great, and consequently competition in 
these sorts is no less keen than in toilet and shaving kinds. 





Fairly large quantities of licorice root are imported at Chefoo 
by junks from Chinchow and Manchuria. According to the 
Chinese Native Customs Returns, the total imports of licorice 
root into Chefoo during the years, 1923-1927, inclusive, amounted 
to 1,675 long tons, valued at $314,335, reports Vice-Consul G. L. 
Burke, Chefoo. 

Only a very small quantity is used locally in the preparation 
of Chinese medicines. Over 95 per cent. is reexported to Japan, 
Hong Kong, Shanghai, and other Chinese ports. 

The 1928 price per picul (133% pounds) in Chefoo taels fol- 
lows: First quality, 24-27; second quality, 20; third quality, 
15-16; fourth quality, 11.50. (One Chefoo tael equals approxi- 
mately $0.6475 United States currency).

Upon the death of Dr. E. R. Squibb in 
1900, the business was conducted by the two sons until its steadily 
increasing responsibilities required that they be shared with 
others. For years, the late Lowell M. Palmer, Sr. directed the 
business as president and it is his son, Carleton H. Palmer, who 
has succeeded him in that capacity. 





Registration in Mexico 


Regulations governing the registration of pharmaceutical 
croducts have just been promulgated in Mexico and Bolivia ac- 
pording to the Department of Commerce. 

Regulations governing the registration and certification of 
proprietary medicines, toilet, sanitary, and beauty preparations 
under the Sanitary Code of Mexico, promulgated June 8, 1926, 
have just been issued to become effective September 16, 1928, 
with 60 days additional grace for the fulfillment of the require- 
ments. 

Products of this kind that are not presented for registration 
within the prescribed period will be rejected by the sanitary 
authorities and their importation, advertisement, and sale will 
be suspended. 

Registration and analysis of pharmaceutical preparations are 
required in Bolivia by a law effective this month. No entry of 
such preparations is permitted until registration is completed. 

Two samples of each product are required for analysis to- 
gether with separate applications for each on stamped paper, 
costing one boliviano. 


The returns of the American Consulates inSouth Africa show

It is believed that the Dominican Republic, offers an excellent 
market for perfumes and cosmetics in general as they are widely 
used by all the classes of the population in the cities and towns. 

During 1926, there were imported into the Dominican Re- 
public from the United States, $3,755 worth of perfumes and 
$72,756 worth of cosmetics, reports Vice-Consul W. B. Lawton, 
Santo Domingo. 
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Ergot Complaint Amended 


The Supreme Court of the District of Columbia holds the 
hearing of the ergot suit brought by Howard W. Ambruster, 
New York, on October 12. Meantime an amendment motion to 
paragraph 2 of the original motion requesting an “‘order for 
discovery of certain testimony”, has been filed by counsel repre- 
senting the New York importer. 

The amendment sets forth that “the defendant, William M. 
Jardine, Secretary of Agriculture, be requested to produce any 
and all official records, books, documents and papers that will 
show any importations through the Port of the City of New 
York from September 1, 1927, to the present time which were 
permitted to enter under Section 7 of the Food and Drug Act, 
as set out in the bill, and regulation 30, subsection B.”* 

The amendment also asks that the Agricultural Secretary 
produce the names of the importers, the date and quantity of each 
shipment through New York, the affidavit filed by the importer 
and the executed bond, and the necessary papers that will show 
the labels and markings on the packings together with the 
invoices of the imported merchandise showing the manufacturers’ 
grade, quality, marks, numbers or symbols. 

Secretary of Treasury Mellon is asked in the amendment to be 
requested to produce “any warehouse entry bond executed under 
the United States Customs Service in the Port of New York 
showing the name of the importer, the address,” etc., and ‘any 
inspector's reports filed with respect to the condition and quality 
of importation of crude ergot of rye which will show the result of 
the examination at the time of entry thereof.” 

Furthermore, during the past month, Mr. Ambruster has filed 
further affidavits in support of his original motion to prohibit 
the alleged importation of substandard crude ergot of rye. 

In his affidavit amending the original suit, Ambruster charged 
that the Secretaries of Agriculture, Treasury and Commerce have 
“knowingly and willfully permitted the importation and entry 
into the United States of crude ergot of rye of a quality and 
character beneath the standard of strengths purity and potency 
prescribed by the United States Pharmacopoeia,"’ The affidavit 
contended this practice “has continued and is continuing at the 
present time.” 

The affidavit states that “substandard ergot is being released 
under bond pursuant to the pretended authority conferred by 
regulation No. 30 of the regulations promulgated by the defend- 
ants for the enforcement of the Federal Food and Drugs Act.” 

About September or October, 1927, the affidavit said, large 
quantities of inferior substandard, adulterated and mixed crude 
ergot were being admitted contrary to the Food and Drug Act 
and when he visited the Department of Agriculture to inspect the 
records for the purpose of “‘ascertaining the precise nature of the 
shipments” they were refused to him for trade reasons. 

In his affidavit, Ambruster stated that he was told by Alfred 
E. Taylor of the Department of Agriculture “that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had been and was then admitting into the 
United States crude ergot of rye where the tests on such crude 
ergot indicated 50 per cent. of strength required and prescribed 
by the provisions of the United States Pharmacopoeia and of the 
Food and Drug Act.” 

It also stated that it was apparent that in addition to refusing 
access to the files of the Agricultural and Commerce departments, 
“the defendants and their subordinates are endeavoring in every 
way to suppress and conceal the true facts with relation to the 
situation complained of.” 

In order to avail himself of the evidence of violation of law 
Ambruster asks the court that a discovery of the records be 
granted and their contents be ascertained and offered in evidence 
upon trial. 

Contained in the affidavits filed to-day was an affidavit of 
Sanford G. Cable, customs agent of the Treasury Department, in 
which he states that he visited the Manhattan Milling Co. of 
Brooklyn with Mr. Ambruster and was told that they ‘‘recon- 
dition a great deal of ergot no matter how bad it is or what its 
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condition and put it in shape so that the Government official 
passes it."" None had ever been refused, he added. 

An affidavit of Manuel De Castro, also made a part of the 
Ambruster document, states that is is impossible to quote genuine 
U. S. P. Spanish ergot unmixed and unadulterated at a price as 
low as $1.50 per pound and equal the cost of production, while 
Russian and Polish ergot have been quoted at 50c and $1.10 per 
pound on ac. i. f. New York basis, which would make a large 
profit to the dealer who sells it at $1.50 per pound. Ergot selling 
at lower than $1.50 “‘is inferior,"’ according to the affidavit of 
De Castro. It also stated that De Castro had seen two samples 
offered on the open market for sale in New York since May 1, 
1928, and found upon examination that the said ergot was in both 
cases “grossly adulterated with Russian or Polish ergot of inferior, 
low grade and illegal character and quality and bore signs which 
indicated to me that it was at least two or three years old.” It 
has been offered for sale with the statement that it had passed 
the Department of Agriculture without restriction, his affidavit 
said. 





Gogarty Joins American Solvents 


B. J. Gogarty, well known and well liked in the New York 
drug manufacturing trade, is now engaged with the American 
Solvents & Chemical Corp., New York, selling in the New York 
Metropolitan District. 

Mr. Gogarty’s connection with the drug industry extends over 
a period of fifteen years. For many years he was with the firm 
of J. L. Hopkins & Co., after which he joined the forces of S. B. 
Penick & Co. He later left the employ of the Penick company 
to return to J. L. Hopkins & Co. in the capacity of sales manager. 

Mr. Gogarty'’s popularity in the New York drug trade is 
demonstrated by the fact that at one time he was president of the 
Druachem Club, an organization composed of men connected 
with drug houses. 





Carl Herzog Starts Own Company 


Duke Laboratories, Inc., 122 Hudson St., New York, announces 
that it is distributing the products of P. Beiersdorf & Co., New 
York and Hamburg, and those of the Collapsule Co., New York. 


The president of this newly formed company is Carl J. Herzog, 


who for the past seventeen years has been associated with the 
H. A. Metz Laboratories, New York, as manufacturing chemist, 


manager and director of research. 





The United States Patent Office has denied Scott and Bowne 
of Bloomfield, N. J., permission to register the words ‘‘Milk of 
Cod Liver Oil” as a trade mark for medicinal cod liver oil prepara- 
tion. A decision written by Thomas E. Robertson, Commissioner 
of Patents, quotes the Standard dictionary’s definition of “milk” 
to show that in pharmacy it is used to describe emulsions of milk- 
like preparations and referred to a number of instances where 
“milk” is used in medicine as a descriptive term. 


Suit has been brought in Nebraska to test the validity of the 
state annual occupation tax on foreign corporations, based on 
the entire paid-up capital stock. Pending the outsome of this 
suit no foreign corporation doing business in Nebraska should pay 
said tax, according to Charles Wesley Dunn, counsel for the

at the Savoy Hotel in London in honor of its sixtieth anniversary. 
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McKesson & Robbins to Mutualize 


McKesson & Robbins, Inc., and affiliated companies will make 
public, November 1, details of a comprehensive mutualization 
plan for the drug supply industry. This recent merger of fifteen 
wholesalers with McKesson & Robbins, Inc., is ultimately expect- 
ed to be increased to fifty, covering every important trading 
territory in the country and having a capitalization of between 
$250,000,000 and $300,000,000. At present the selling power of 
the group is rated at $100,000,000 with goodwill carried at $1 on 
the new company’s balance sheet. 

Under the plan to be announced wholesalers who are parties 
to the consolidation will assume the position of distributing 
stations for every national manufacturer of drug products at 
the disposal of every independent and individual retailer in the 
country. 

For the first time in the history of jobbing in the United States 
retailers will have a voice in the management and conduct of the 
supply depots from which they derive their supplies. Completion 
of the consolidation in practice and in fact will bring about a 
mutualization of national manufacturers and individual retailers, 
with the latter fully represented on the Board of Directors of the 
house with which they do business as well as on the Retailers’ 
Advisory Committee, which will direct the policy of meeting 
competition. 

The mutualization plan, which is expected to be in operation 
by Jan. 1, provides that retailers are neither required to make 
capital investment unless they wish to do so nor to make deposits 
with the corporation in order to secure their requirements at the 
lowest possible cost. Without being forced to pay for goods in 
advance they will have the advantage of collective advertising, 
collective window and counter display and co-operation in coping 
with chain-store advertising and merchandising programs. 

The plan will place every retailer in a position to sell mer- 
chandise on the same terms and under the same conditions as 
those established by chain-store systems and department stores, 
and is actually intended to permit the independent merchants 
to compete on even terms with the chains. 

The consumer will therefore find in the neighborhood drug 
store at the same price merchandise advertised extensively by 
the chain and department stores. From the public standpoint 
the advantage is apparent when it is considered that there are 
54,000 individual and independent retailers in the country, who 
distribute 85 per cent. of all drug products consumed. 

Leading national manufacturers are reported to be co-operating 
with the new organization in perfecting plans whereby depots of 
the new system will be used as clearing houses to furnish retailers’ 
requirements at the lowest possible cost. 





M. Coty, French perfumery manufacturer and owner of the 
newspaper, L’Ami du Peuple, is boycotted by the Hungarian 
people for alleged attacks upon them in his newspaper. He is 
reported to have published an article entitled, “Hungary, Land 
of Counterfeiters and Pickpockets” and indignation in that 
country reached such a high pitch that all druggists, perfumery 
dealers and barber shops decided to boycott his products in the 
future. 


Joseph Wrench, Industrial Chemical Sales Co., New York, was 
the first prize winner at the fall golf tournament of the Salesmen’s 
Association of the American Chemical Industry held on the 
course of the Lenox Hills Golf Club, Farmingdale, L. 1. He shot 
an 80. George Uhe of George Uhe, Inc., New York, was second 
with 87, and Robert Quinn, Mathieson Alkali Works, Inc., New 
York, third with an 88. , 


L. Tracy Sheffield, president, New England Collapsible Tube 
Co., New London, Conn. , and Chicago, has been elected president 
of the New London City National Bank. This is one of the oldest 
banks in eastern Connecticut and Mr. Sheffield has been vice- 
president and director for a number of years.

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Simplified Practice in Glass 
Containers Discussed at Hearing 


Reprinted below is the full report of the second preliminary 
conference on simplification of glass containers for drug and 
pharmaceutical industries, which was held at the Department of 
Commerce, Washington, D. C., August 10. 


‘In accordance with action taken at the first preliminary con- 
ference held at the Department of Commerce on July 6, 1928, 
the Division of Simplified Practice of the Department's Bureau 
of Standards, arranged for a second meeting for the purpose of 
completing the organization of a joint Simplified Practice Com- 
mittee to work out a tentative simplified practice recommenda- 
tion for the consideration of the manufacturers, distributors and 
users of glass containers used in the drug and pharmaceutical 
industries. 


The second preliminary conference, held on August 10, 1928, 
was made up of one voting delegate and a number of associate 
delegates from the following associations: American Association 
of Colleges of Pharmacy; American Drug Manufacturers’ 
Association; American Hospital Association; American Phar- 
maceutical Association; American Pharmaceutical Manufac- 
turers’ Association; Association of Dairy, Food & Drug Officials 
of the U. S.; Federal Wholesale Druggists’ Association, Inc.; 
Glass Container Association; National Association of Boards of 
Pharmacy; National Association of Retail Druggists; National 
Conference on Pharmaceutical Research; National Drug Trade 
Conference; National Wholesale Druggists’ Association; Pack- 
age Medicine Association, Inc.; Proprietary Association. 


The Druggists’ Research Bureau and the Synthetic Organic 
Chemical Manufacturers’ Association were also invited to send 
delegates. While the officers of these two associations are in 
thorough sympathy with the movement, they considered it 
unnecessary to have representation.on the committee since their 
members are participating through their membership in one or 
more of the various drug and pharmaceutical associations. 


Those in attendance at the second meeting, who were not 
present at the first preliminary conference, were called upon for 
their views regarding the proposed simplification program. They 
responded in part as follows: 

L. F. Bradley, American Association of Colleges of Pharmacy: 
“I am certainly in favor of simplification and my Association is 
also.” 

W. H. Bradley, Federal Wholesale Drug Association: “I am 
sure we would be glad to have as few models of bottles as possible.” 

A. L. Sullivan, Association of Dairy, Wood and Drug Officials: 
“Generally we are in favor of standard practices and standard 
sizes. We realize that under our laws the manufacturer has the 
right to put up any size package he desires and if he labels it to 
give the true contents he complies with the law. In the case of 
food products a great many of these odd sizes have arisen through 
trade competition and trying to undersell the other man, and 
many times to make the package appear larger than it really is. 
With drug products we have such complaints. We-would like to 
see a lot of the odd sizes eliminated.” 

J.C. Krantz, National Conference on Pharmaceutical Research: 
“The National Conference on Pharmaceutical Research repre- 
sents nine pharmaceutical organizations. Although our work is 
purely research in character, we try to serve as a clearing house 
for all pharmaceutical research conducted in this country. I am 
sure that our organization would be glad if necessary, to appoint 
a committee to study any questions that might arise in the process 
of simplification of these bottles and I can assure you that our 
organization will co-operate with you along the lines of scientific 
research should such work become necessary to your program.” 

P. Pearson, National Association of Retail Druggists: “I feel 
reasonably sure that all would like to see a simplification of 
bottle sizes. I think our Association will give you every co- 
operation possible from an Association standpoint.”

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Nujol Mark Infringed 


In case of the Standard Oil Co. v. the California Peach & Fig 
Growers, Inc., the plaintiff's trade-mark, ‘Nujol’, used upon 
refined mineral oil intended for treatment of constipation, was 
held to be infringed by the use defendant made of his notation 
““Nujol-treated Figs," used upon figs treated with plaintiff's 
mineral oil, and the use of the word “Nujol” by the defendant on 
its cartons elsewhere than upon the back, was enjoined. 

The court ruled that the goods were of the same descriptive 
properties; that defendant should use the word “Nujol” col- 
laterally and in a manner not to lead the public to believe that 
the new product and the ingredient emanate from the same 
source; that although defendant did not mention the name of the 
manufacturer of “Nujol” in its advertisments he injured plain- 
tiff's trade just as much as if both name and mark were made 
known; that defendant, as a manufacturering concern, was a 
member of an association putting the product on the market, and 
was an infringer of the mark. 





Fifth Contact Committee Report 


The contact committee of the American Drug Manufacturers’ 
Association and the American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ 
Association has submitted to the Food, Drug and Insecticide 
Administration, United States Department of Agriculture, a 
fifth report containing recommendations for tolerances on certain 
medicinal tablets. The degree of accuracy is indicated within 
which properly manufactured medicinal tablets can be made 
under present day manufacturing methods. 

This report covers recommendations on certain compressed 
tablets and includes recommended methods of analysis. The 
tolerances suggested by the combined contact committees for 
the compressed tablets mentioned are as follows:

Vivaudou Hearing 


Hearings to complete the Federal Trade Commission's case in 
its complaint against V. Vivaudou, Inc., were held in Chicago, 
September 20 and 21. The company, is respondent in the com- 
plaint brought under provisions of the Clayton act, with refer- 
ence to alleged acquisitions of stocks of other companies. 

Hearings were devoted to taking testimony of witnesses for the 
commission in trying to prove its case of alleged violation of 
provision 7 of the Clayton act in the purchase by Vivaudou of 
stocks of the Alfred H. Smith Co. and the Melba Manufacturing 
Co. both cosmetic manufacturers. — 

Witnesses included representatives of several Chicago buyers 
of lines of toilet goods and cosmetics, with A. L. Smith., attorney 
for the commission, trying to bring out testimony to show the 
status of competition between Vivaudou and the Smith and Melba 
concerns before and after the alleged stock acquisitions. E. M. 
Averill, trial examiner, presided. The commissioner is attempting 
to show lessened competition between the companies after the 
acquisition. The respondent company, V. Vivaudou, Inc., is 
denying any violation of the act. Previous hearings in the case 
have been held in New York and future hearings remain to be 
announced.

Clayton F. Shoemaker, one of the founders of the firm of Shoe- 
maker & Busch, Inc., Philadelphia wholesale druggist, and a 
former president of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, died September 13, at his home in Philadelphia, aged 79. 
He had been an invalid since 1922, when ill-health forced his 
retirement from the company. 

He was born near Swedesboro, Gloucester Co., N. J. When 
he was sixteen he entered the employ of French, Richards & 
Co., wholesale druggist, Philadelphia, where he remained for 
the next twenty years. During this time, he studied pharmacy 
for two years at the evening classes of the Philadelphia College 
of Pharmacy, receiving his degree. At the close of 1884, he left 
the employ of French, Richards & Co., and in 1885 associated 
himself with James C. Roller, founding the firm of Roller & Shoe- 
maker, wholesale druggists, succeeding to the business of Barrick, 
Roller & Co. On January Ist, 1888, Miers Busch was admitted 
as a general partner without any change in the firm name. Mr. 
Roller retired from the firm in 1892, and the two remaining part- 
ners continued the business under the name of Shoemaker & 
Busch. 

He was, at one time, a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce, (formerly the Trade’s 
League), former President and Director of the Philadelphian 
Drug Exchange, Philadelphia Credit Men's Association, and also 
an ex-President of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion. In July 1923, he was, because of ill health, forced to retire 
entirely from active business, having the year before, disposed 
of his interests in the firm which he founded, to his partner. 


Dr. Charles H. Stowell, for more than a quarter century treas- 
urer and general manager of the J. C. Ayer Company, nationally- 
known medicine manufacturers, died at his home in Lowell Mass., 
Sept. 17, after a brief illness. He was born in Perry, Wyoming 
County, New York, Oct. 27, 1850, a son of David Page and Mary 
Ann (Blanchard) Stowell. He was educated in the common 
schools and pursued his medical studies at the University of 
Michigan from which he was graduated in 1872. He was a pro- 
fessor of the theory and practice of medicine at that university 
from 1877 to 1889 and subsequently served on the editorial board 
of various medical publications. He had been editor and pro- 
prietor of The Microscope, and National Medical Review, as 
well as participating in the editorial conduct of ‘’Food,”* **Trained 
Motherhood" and ‘Practical Medicine,’ residing during most 
of this period of his life in Washington. 

He went to Lowell in 1897 at the time of the reorganization 
of the J. C. Ayer Company and, in 1900, became treasurer and 
general manager, holding this position until failing health, com- 
pelled his retirement. Among the books and articles which he 
published were “Essentials of Health,” “A Healthy Body”, 
“Primer of Health’, “Manual for Teaching Physiology’’, Man-” 
ual of Histology’’, “The Stowell Genealogy” and a treatise on 


the New England poets. 


Israel Shrimski, vice-president and treasurer, Bauer & 
Black, Chicago, and vice-president of the Kendall Co., died 
September 24, aged 59. He was born in Hudson, Wisconsin, 
in April 1869, attended the University of Wisconsin as a 
member of the class of 1888, leaving there in that year to 
attend the law school of Northwestern University, from which he 
was graduated. Until 1917, at which time he came to Bauer & 
Black as vice-president, he was a member of the law firm of 
Weissenbach, McEwen & Shrimski. From 1917 until his death, 
he was actively engaged in the affairs of Bauer & Black, having 
charge of the legal phase of the business. 

He was a member of the Chicago Bar Association, the IIlinois 
State Bar Association, the American Bar Association, the 
Standard Club, Covenant Club, Ravisloe Country Club, North- 
moor Country Club, and the Illinois Athletic Club. He was 
actively engaged in the alumni affairs of the University of 
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Wisconsin, being a former president of the General Alumni 
Association and several times head of the University of Wisconsin 
Chicago Club. He served as a member of the Board of Visitors 
of the university. On June 12 the university honored him with 
the honorary degree of Master of Arts. 


Martin A. Roth, assistant manager of the New York office 
of the Bayer Co., Inc., died in a pullman berth, September 19, 
while returning from the San Francisco convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists. He was born in Lorraine, 
Ohio, thirty-eight years ago and joined the sales force of the 
Bayer company in July 1914. He soon became manager of its 
branch in San Francisco, and in November 1926, came to New 
York as assistant to Raymond Foster, the manager. He was 
well-known throughout the drug trade, having served as a mem- 
ber of the general committee on arrangements and entertain- 
ment at the 1927 meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 


Association. 


Cad Diddy, general representative of the northwestern district 
for The Wm. S. Merrell Co., died at St. Mary's Hospital, 
Rochester, Minn., September 28. Thirty years ago, he was 
employed by the company as a travelling representative, and 
because of the excellent results obtained in his territory, was 
promoted to the position of general representative for the north- 
western district in 1920, which position he held until his death. 


Edward Weldon Wood, manufacturing druggist, Decatur, 
Ill , who retired fifteen years ago when he sold the E. W. Wood 
Wholesale Drug Co. to Flint, Eaton & Co., died September 30, 
at his home in Decatur, aged 83. 


George C. Pratt, vice-president of the National Drug Co. 
Philadelphia, before his retirement early this year, and a former 
president of the American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ 
Association, died September 7 after an illness of several weeks. 


Narcisse Lemoine, manufacturer of veterinary medicines, 
Framingham, Mass., was found dead in his residence, Septem- 
ber 17. He was sixty-five years old. 





Quinine Consent Decree Signed 


The Department of Justice announced, September 20, that 
the consent decree in the Government's suit against the quinine 
monopoly had been formally signed by counsel for the Dutch 
manufacturers and accepted by Judge Francis A. Winslow in the 
United States District Court for the Southern District of New 
York. This decree, the text of which was given in the September, 
1926, issue of DRUG MARKETS, terminates litigation begun in 
March 1928, by the filing of three actions — a criminal indict- 
ment, a petition in equity, and a libel — under the provisions of 
the Sherman Act and the Wilson Tariff Act. 

The department pointed out that since the consent decree in 
equity, naming all manufacturers of quinine (Dutch, German, 
French, English and American) will perpetually nullify all con- 
tracts, arrangements and understandings complained of by the 
United States, it will be unnecessary to prosecute the criminal 
action or the libel. The quinine seized in connection with the 
several actions was also released. All the defendants will be 
perpetually restrained from restoring the objectionable arrange- 
ments, or instituting similar ones, and the court will retain 
jurisdiction to enlarge or modify its decree if necessary. 





Imports into the United States of refined or improved wool 
grease including Adeps lanae, hydrous and anhydrous, increased 
from 1,300,000 pounds, value $96,000, in 1926, to 1,900,000 
pounds, value $150,000, in 1927. 
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Drug Store Ownership Bill 
Argued Before Supreme Court 


The constitutionality of thc Pennsylvania State Statute regula- 
ting the ownership of retail drug stores was argued inthe Supreme 
Court of the United States on October 8. The case involving this 
question is that of Louis K. Liggett Company v. Thomas J. Bald- 
ridge Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
et al., No. 34. 

According to the brief filed in the case by the appellant, Louis 
K. Liggett Co., the evidence shows that the Liggett company 
owns and operates 28 retail drug stores in Pennsylvania. 


Additional Stores Prohibited 


Wishing to open stores in other cities and towns, the appellant 
secured leases and prepared to open stores in two other cities. 
Due to the passage of the Pennsylvania statute of May 13, 1927, 
which makes it a crime for any but a licensed pharmacist to own 
a pharmacy or to own a share of stock in a corporation owning 
a pharmacy, the appellant has been prevented, it was stated by 
counsel, from doing so by the refusal of the Pennsylvania Board 
of Pharmacy to grant a license therefor and the expressed inten- 
tion of the Attorney General to prosecute the appellant. 

The appellant contended that the statute is destructive of its 
property rights in that it deprives it of the right to do business 
in any other cities or in any other locations than those in which 
it had units on May 13, 1927. When such destruction is accom- 
plished without any benefit to the public, it is a deprivation of 
property without due process of law, it was argued. 


The ownership of drug stores by a particular class is not 
necessary to the preservation of public health, counsel argued, 
and the natural effect of the Act is simply to give a monopoly 
of the retail drug store to pharmacists. The appellant's counsel 
further contended that this is not a police regulation, nor that 
any law forbidding the expansion of chain drug stores is a health 
regulation. 

It was also argued that the ownership of property is not a 
profession. Neither is the practice of pharmacy, properly 
speaking, a profession, but if it is, that fact does not justify 
depriving corporations of business and property rights merely 
because a certificate of competency is required of the corpora- 
tion's employe pharmacists, it was stated. 


Statute Is Defended 


Counsel for the appellees contended that the Act of May 13, 
1927, is constitutional and base this argument upon the proposi- 
tion that the statute was enacted by the legislature of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania by virtue of the police power inherent 
in it to legislate for the public good, health, and welfare. It was 
argued that the provisions of this Act are reasonable and have a 
substantial relation to the health and welfare of the public. 


The appellees further contended that the act does not deprive 
the appellant of its business and property rights without due 
process of law, nor does it deny to appellant the equal protection 
of the law. Statutory changes must have a beginning, it was 
argued, and the fixing of a date as of which the statute shall 
become effective and a classification of the persons upon whom 
it shall operate as of that date is not inconsistent with the 14th 
Amendment of the Federal Constitution.

Zink Elected Director of Lilly 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors of Eli Lilly and Come 
pany, held at Indianapolis on September 10th, the vacancy 
created through the death of James E. Lilly, was filled by the 
election of Edward Zink, manager of the Eastern Division of the 
company, with headquarters at 81 Spring st., New York. 

James E. Lilly was a brother 
of Colonel Eli Lilly, founder of 
the company. 

Mr. Zink joined the manu- 
facturing staff of the Lilly 
Laboratories after leaving De 
Pauw University, Greencastle, 
Indiana, in 1897. After twelve 
years in the laboratories, fol- 
lowed by road experience, Mr. 
Zink was made a division man- 
ager in Kansas City, Missouri, 
then assistant to the manager of 
sales and traveling service at 
Indianapolis, and finally the 
manager of the entire Eastern 
Division. 

Under his able leadership the eastern business of the company 
has shown great progress. The sales personnel has been greatly 
augmented; accounts with distributors have been strengthened 
and increased. In 1923, having outgrown its quarters in Fulton 
st., New York, the company purchased its own home on Spring st. 

The Eastern Division of the Campany embraces the territory 
from Canada to Florida, and as far West as Buffalo. 














Portugal Regulates Drugs 


According to a proposed Portuguese decree to regulate the 
manufacture, trade, and importation of pharmaceutical special- 
ties in Portugal, the importation of foreign pharmaceutical 
specialties would only be permitted on the production of an 
import certificate issued by the Direction of Public Health and 
on condition that it may be legally sold in the country matter 
are in the Portuguese language. The decree is to be effective four 
months after promulgation. 

In order to obtain the requisite import certificate, which will be 
valid for six years, it is proposed to make it necessary for each 
specialty to be registered in Portugal. To obtain registration, a 
petition is to be addressed to the Direccao Geral de Saude, signed 
by a pharmacist holding a Portuguese diploma specifying the 
dosage formula, the principal therapeutic uses, and the period of 
effectiveness (in the case of medicines of limited effectiveness), 
and bearing an official stamp. The petition is to be accompanied 
by a certificate giving proof of the existence of the laboratory or 
pharmacy manufacturing the article and certifying that it may 
legally sold in the country of origin, and by six samples of the 
preparation in question. 

Labels and printed matter are to be required to contain the 
following information :— 

Retail selling price, in Portuguese currency (except for free 
advertising samples); qualitative and quantitative composition 
of active substances, designated according to the Portuguese 
pharmacopeia; instructions regarding use and doses; name and 
address of the manufacturers; maximum period of effectiveness; 
and the number of registration certificate permitting importation. 

All medicaments the composition of which is not indicated are 
to be regarded.as “secret remedies’’ and their importation will be 
prohibited. 

The present stamp tax on foreign specialties is to be doubled 
when similar products are manufactured in Portugal.

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Gane & Ingram Get Santonin Agency 


Gane & Ingram, Inc., New York, is appointed sole sales agent 
for santonin within the United States and its possessions by the 
Amtorg Trading Corp., also of that city. The latter corporation 
is the business organization in this country of the Soviet Govern- 
ment of Russia and the above action is said to have been taken 
in order to secure centralization and efficiency in the handling of 
details in connection with the sale of santonin. 

The USSR has also arranged for the proper carrying on of 
scientific work aimed at the development of an increased use of 
santonin. Dr. P. J. O'Connor has been appointed scientific 
administrator with the world for a territory in working out the 
scientific problems of manufacturing consumers and distributors 
of manufactured products. He is a graduate of the University of 
London, pursued graduate work in German universities, and for 
the past five years has been engaged in an exhaustive research in 
the growing of artemisia cina (Berger), the manufacture of 
santonin, and its application as a. vermifuge. 


Dr. O'Connor has stated that, contrary to general opinion, 
Levant wormseed does not grow profusely as a wild plant. 
Furthermore, he has indicated that only the artemisia cina 
yields appreciable quantities of santonin and is the species of 
wormseed used in Russia for the production of santonin. He has 
said that the plant grows sparsely and that a very large acreage 
has to be devoted to its cultivation in order to assure sufficient 
santonin for world needs. . In order to keep farmers to the culti- 
vation of this article, a high level of prices is necessary; otherwise, 
Russian farmers would turn to more remunerative crops. It is 
significant that the thousands of acres of fertile steppes now 
devoted to growing artemisia cina have always been coveted for 
the growing of grain crops by neighboring peasants. Strict laws, 
however, have been enacted by the USR to ensure an adequate 
supply of santonin.

Prominent Chain in Poor Position 


That a chain operating in greater New York and forming 
separate corporations in other states on a program of coast-to- 
coast expansion, has not been doing well financially came to 
light very recently. This chain, owning 68 stores in New York 
City and named after the active head of the company, has been 
prominent for the fact that products of an outstanding Eastern 
manufacturer were actively merchandised by the chain, and 
rumors have consistently linked the manufacturer and the chain 
financially. 

The fact of the matter is that the stock of the chain has never 
been distributed in large measure to the public and the bankers 
are still in possession of it. Only a few days ago the active head 
of the company is understood to have left his duties with the 
chain. The chain is thus thrown completely in the lap of the 
bankers with at least 24 of the stores still in red ink. 

An attempt is being made by the bankers to combine this 
chain with another chain named after the head of one of the 
largest retail cigar chains. If this can be done, the bankers feel 
that they will be able to stave off almost certain losses. 





Drawback On Alcohol 


Drawback is allowed on certain pharmaceutical and medicinal 
preparations manufactured by G. F. Harvey Co., Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., with the use of domestic tax-paid alcohol. Accord- 
ing to the decision,’ Records shall be kept in the manner de- 
scribed in the sworn statement of the manufacturer, dated 
May 25, 1928, showing, as to each lot of preparations exported 
with benefit of drawback, the batch number, date of manufacture, 
and description thereof, the quantity and identity of the domestic 
tax-paid alcohol appearing therein, and the marks, capacity, and 
numbers of the containers in which exported. When exportations 
are made from stock, identification may be made against the 
entire quantity of domestic tax-paid alcohol used during the 
month in which the exported products were manufactured. A 


_ sworn abstract of the manufacturing records shall be filed with the 


drawback entry. 

The drawback allowance shall be limited to the tax paid on the 
quantity of domestic alcohol appearing in the exported products, 
as shown by analysis and the sworn abstract of the manufacturing 
records,

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Increased Drug Earnings Will Stay 


Six of the eight leading miscellaneous drug, medicine and cos- 
metic companies that have thus far reported showed larger 
profits for the first half of this year than last, says Standard 
Statistical Company, New York. Aggregate net income for these 
eight concerns amounted to $8,500,040, and represented a gain 
of 27.5% as compared with the total of $6,666,417 credited to 
the same concerns in the initial six months of 1927. The indi- 
vidual increases ran as follows: American Home Products, 123.9; 
Coty, 42%; Forhan, 77.4%; Lambert, 30.4%; Lehn & Fink, 
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61.4%; and Woodworth, 35.8%. Only one of the seven com- 
panies—Vivaudou—suffered a loss of earning power, its profits, 
before Federal taxes showed a decline of 66.7%. Earnings of 
Household Products precisely the same level this year as last. 

Moreover, the indications are that the earnings increase scored 
by the industry during opening six months is being fully sustained 
during the present half year.

able to supply their needs for the raw 
material in this country. 

Acid Phosphoric — Remains firm and 
unchanged at previously quoted figures of 
14c @ 15c lb. for U. S. P. material. 
Demand continues good and in fair volume 
for this season of the year. 


Acid Tartaric — Although a somewhat 
easier condition is reported in the raw 
material market, there has been no change 
in this market except an advance of lc lb. 
in the price of crystals. This differential 
between this grade and granular and 
powdered, all of which previously were 
the same price, was announced by domes- 
tic producers. No further reports have 
emanated from the offices of the Federal 
Trade Commission where a cost-of-produc- 
tion investigation is now in progress. 
Arrivals of foreign material continue 
frequently and all indications point to the 
conclusion that conditions will remain as 
they are until some decision has been 
reached on the matter of tariff. 


Adeps Lanae — Although there has 
been considerable competition in this 
market, prices remain as _ previously 
quoted. Hydrous is now at 15¢c @ 16c lb. 
while anhydrous is at l6c @ 18c lb. 
Demand is improving and in general the 
market displays an upward tendency. 
According to the Department of Com- 
merce, imports into the United States of 
refined or improved wool grease including 
adeps lanae, hydrous and anhydrous, 
increased from 1,300,000 pounds, valued 
at $96,000, in 1926, to 1,900,000 pounds, 
valued at $150,000 in 1927. 


Alcohol — Prices remain the same as 
for September as no advance was scheduled 
for this month. Nevertheless, an advance 
of Ic gal. would not be surprising for 
although producers promised the Bureau 
of Prohibition that prices would not go 
higher than last year, it is pointed out 
that last year at this time, prices were Ic 
gal. higher than now prevailing. Stocks 
are very low, being almost two and a half 
million gallons below last year’s figure. 
In addition, with the coming of cold 
weather distillers expect an even increased 
demand in buying on new orders. The 
advertising campaign which has been 
inaugurated is expected to make further 
ingress into consuming channels. Business 
during the past month has been in very 
good volume, the movement on consump- 
tion being applied mainly on contracts 
which now extend well towards the end 
of the year. Prices show a strong under- 
tone and the absence of any indication of 
surplus is contributing greatly to the 
strength of the market. Production has 
been running very close to the official 
schedule for this year and has been sold

Iodine — Imports of crude iodine dur- 
ing the period of January through July, 
1928, totaled 471,028 pounds, as compared 
with 545,292 pounds, for the correspond- 
ing period of 1927. Prices have been 
quite steady. 


Menthol — Although demand is very 
small, prices have advanced considerably 
during the past month and quotations are 
now at $5.75 @ $6.00 Ib. It was said at 
various times during the month that 
special handlers were selling below that 
figure, but regular importers were quoting 
that price. Continued small demand has 
tended to restore market stability and 
may eventually bring lower prices. 


Mercury — The price has declined 
sharply due to the fact that the new com- 
bined selling office of the Spanish and 
Italian producers have announced a price 
for their mercury that is about $14.00 per 
pound below the current market in London 
at the time of the announcement. The 
market here was below the European 
market due to low prices being quoted by 
the American producers. However, the 
cut in price caused the price here to fall 
from $132.00 per flask to $125.50 per flask. 
The cut in price by the monoply is con- 
sidered as a shrewd move to combat the 
London forces who have been attempting 
to gain control of the market by raising 
the price to a point abnormally high and 
thus making the task of selling very diffi- 
cult for the new selling organization. 


Methanol — Although 57c gal. is being 
quoted, supplies are almost non-existent, 
thus making quotations purely nominal. 
Control of the market just at present 
seems to rest in the hands of the wood dis- 
tillers who have what supplies there are 
available. 


Oil Mineral — Although prices have 
been steady there has been but little 
activity in this market. Exports of white 
mineral oil for the first six months of this 
year were 125,000 gallons, valued at 
$107,000. 


Petrolatum — This market is very 
firm and activity is quite pronounced, 
although prices have remained unchanged 
since last quoted. Exports of petrolatum 
for the first six months of this year 
amounted to 3,030,000 pounds, valued at 
$428,500, compared with 2,265,000 pounds, 
valued at $427,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1927. 


Silver Nitrate — Has declined 7c oz. 
in price during the month since last 
quoted, following a Ic oz. decline in the 
price of metal.

Oil Cedar Leaf — An easier condition 
is apparent in some directions with the 
result that quotations for spot goods have 
been shaded to $1.05 @ $1.15 per pound 
as to seller and quantity. 


Oil Citronella — No change in the 
price position of this oil has been recorded 
during the past month. However, with 
geranium still advancing, there is likelihood 
of increased strength in the citronella 
market, as geraniol (the substitute for oil 
geranium) is made from the Java grade of 
citronella oil. There are reports current 
of large quantity inquiries from abroad. 


Oil Cloves — Further advances in the 
prices for the spice have been reflected in 
the oil and distillers now quote firmly at 
$1.95 @ $2.15 per pound. The position 
of the oil is still very strong even at the 
higher prices due to the fact that the clove 
crop is estimated at one-third normal. 
London stocks of cloves are very small and 
the short crop in Zanzibar is rapidly 
passing into speculative hands. 


Oil Coriander — The gradual return 
of prices of the spice to lower levels is 


being reflected in lower prices for the oil.” 


As yet, however, spice prices have re- 
turned to normal levels. Oil is now 
quoted by spot holders at $11.25 @ $12.25 
per pound as to seller. 


Oil Erigeron—Is in an easy position 
with prices showing a slight decline and 
spot holders asking $1.80 @ $1.85 per 
pound as to quantity. The crop is under- 
stood to be of generous proportions. 

Oil Geranium — Sharp advances have 
occurred in both grades of geranium oil 
during the past month. This is the result 
of increased firmness in the Bourbon 
market, and a combination of independ- 
ent and sympathetic firmness in the 
Algerian market. A full realization that 
production in Reunion was greatly cur- 
tailed (as a result of discouragement from 
the low prices of the past few years) has 
come to sellers. Also poor producing 
weather has added independent strength 
to the Algerian market. Quotations on 
spot are now given at $3.95 @ $4.25 per 
pound for Algerian oil, and $4.85 @ $4.90 
per pound for Bourbon oil. 

Oil Lavender — Conflicting reports 
have been circulated in the market. One 
report was to the effect that the crops 
abroad were well up to normal, if not 
above normal. This has been strongly 
denied, however, by other importers who 
claim that the crop is approximately 30 
per cent. short and that, if buying were at 
all brisk, the market would move up 
swiftly. The market here has shown no 
effects of either a large or small crop, and 
prices remain unchanged.

of greatly increased production, this has 
not as yet been reflected in the market for 
the oil, and quotations remain unchanged 
at $8.00 per pound. 

Oil Peppermint — Conflicting views 
are held in this market with the result 
that quotations for spot goods vary 
widely. Spot prices for natural oil are 
given at $3.10 @ $3.40 per pound as to 
seller, while redistilled oil is held at $3.40 
@ $3.55 per pound as to seller. The 
position in the country is somewhat 
easier than last month and this the reason 
for the lower prices being quoted. Several 
dealers look for further declines im- 
mediately, while others are of the opinion 
that the primary factors may be able to 
hold their prices about stationary as they 
did last year. The size of the crop and of 
the carry-over are large and there is every 
statistical reason to expect lower prices. 
However, the method of primary factors 
buying out the weak producers will 
probably prevent any marked break in the 
market. 

Oil Sandalwood — Prices show no 
variation on the East Indian product. 
The use of the Australian oil in France in 
accordance with the revision of the 
French Pharmacopoeia will doubtless 
result in price competition in that country, 
There seems little likelihood that lower 
prices will come in this country until the 
U.S. P. permits the use of the Australian 
oil here. 

The West Indian Oil has advanced 
sharply in price to $2.65 per pound due to 
a shortage both in the producing centers 
and on spot. If, as reported, this is a real 
shortage in production, further advances 
are likely. 

Oil Spearmint — With the new crop 
oil available in large volume, the price 
position has eased and spot goods are now 
offered at $4.30 @ $4.45 per pound as to 
seller and quantity. No radical change is 
anticipated in this market and a close 
range of prices is. expected to prevail 
throughout the year. This is due to the 
fact that consumption and _ production 
were well balanced throughout the past 
year at close to current prices. 

Oil Wormseed — Prices have declined 
to $2.30 @ $2.35 per pound on spot for 
finest grade oil? There is also a prob- 
ability that the lower price in the range is 
subject to shading. This is the lowest 
price that has been in effect since 1916—a 
period of twelve years. The low market 
is the result of over-production and the 
usual discouragement of producers with 
its attending short crop and high prices 
can be anticipated for next year. Con- 
sumers will do well to watch the market 
closely and cover their requirements for 
rather long periods at the present market.

Preparation of Peptone.—A method of obtaining 
completely soluble peptones of good taste from casein, 
beef, and blood fibrin by fermentation with pepsin in 
acid solution, followed by fermentation with trypsin 
in alkaline solution, filtration, and evaporation in a 
vacuum is described. The formaldehyde titration of 
these preparations shows a uniform high degree of 
hydrolysis of the protein, but the ash content, mostly 
sodium chloride formed from the employment of 
sodium hydroxide and hydrochloric acid to secure the 
desired degrees of alkalinity and acidity for the fer- 
mentations respectively, is high. The bitter taste and 
irregular pharmacological effect of some commercial 
peptones is ascribed to the selection of acid hydrolysis 
methods for the preparation. J. T. Groll, Pharm. 
Weekblad, year 1928, volume 65, pages 465 to 474. 

Citronellal and Citronella Oils.—The increase 
in refractive index and specific gravity on keeping 
citronellal in contact with air has been confirmed in 
samples of Java and Ceylon citronella oi!l. Of three 
samples of commercial citronellal, (A) ng (21 degrees 
C) 1.4551, density at 20 degrees C (water 4 degrees C) 
0.8706, (B) ng (19.85 degrees C) 1.46326, density 
(20.4) 0.9.064 (purified by the bisulphite method), 
(C) ng (20.1 degrees C) 1.44887, density (20-4) 
0.8573, only (C) which was prepared by the fraction- 
nation of Java citronella oil, proved reasonably pure 
on vacuum distillation. — 

In all fractions from these oils high refractivity and 
specific gravity are parallel, and their inferiority is 
attributed to absorption of atmospheric oxygen. The 
fractions obtained by distillation of sample (C) all 
showed slight increases in refractivity and specific 
gravity accompanied by an absorption of oxygen, on 
keeping for three months in contacy with air. The

geraniol. The high refractivity of “oxidized” citron- 
ellal is not entirely due to the presence of the citronellic 
acid formed, and the absorption of oxygen is in excess 
of that required for the formation of the citronellic 
acid found. The stability of citronella oil, in com- 
parison with cintronellal, is probably due to the 
presence of geraniol. H. I. Waterman and E. B. 
Elsbach, Rec. trav. chim., year 1928, volume 47, 
pages 764 to 775. 

Tablets of Mercury Cyanide.—It is proposed to 
replace the usual compressed tablets of mercuric 
oxycyanide by compressed tablets of mercuric cyanide, 
the mercuric oxycyanide used having a variable com- 
position and containing besides approximately 66 
per cent. of mercuric cyanide. The preparation would 
contain the following ingredients:—mercuric cyanide 
100 parts, sodium bicarbonate 40 parts, sodium chlor- 
ide 60 parts, methylene blue 0.1 part and alcohol 
(70 per cent.) ten to twenty cubic centimeters. The 
mercuric cyanide is finely pulverized and then mixed 
with the sodium salts which are also in a finely 
pulverized state. The mixture is then colored with 
the alcoholic solution of methylene blue. The com- 
pressed tablets are cylindrical 20 millimeters high 
and eight millimeters in diameter, each one weighing 
2 to 2.05 grams. 


The mercuric cyanide contained in the tablets is 


assayed in the following manner. One tablet or 2.02 
grams of the tablet mixture is placed in a beaker or 
flask along with one hundred cubic centimeters of 
water. The mixture is acidified with ten cubic centi- 
meters of hydrochloric acid (concentrated) and then 
the beaker is covered with a watch glass in order to 
avoid losses. After the evolution of carbon dioxide 
gas has ceased, two grams of calcium hypophosphite 
are added to the solution. The beeker is then heated 
on an asbestos plate until the mercurous chloride 
which is precipitated collects in a mass and the color 
of the liquor has completely disappeared. The heat- 
ing is continued with frequent stirring until bubbles 
of gas are no longer observed rising in the solution and 
until the mercury has been separated out in the form 
of lustrous drops. After cooling, the*mercury is 
removed into a very small funnel by means of a cotton 
wadding weighing about one hundred grams, whose 
exact weight is known. The mercury is washed with 
25 cubic centimeters of water, then with five cubic 
centimeters of alcohol and five cubic centimeters of 
ether. The wadding and the mercury are dried for 
thirty minutes in a drying chamber and then weighed. 
This assay may also be used for mercuric salicylate. 
L. W. Winkler, Phar. Zentralhalle, year 1928, pages 
81 ff. 

Bithyol is a Danish preparation. It is of the 
ointment type and contains zinc ichthyolate. The 
composition of the preparation is as follows :—ichthyol 
ten parts by weight, ammoniacal tumenol five parts 
by weight, borax one part, whitch hazel extract 150 
parts by weight, lanolin 300 parts by weight, ordinary 
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zinc oxide 200 parts by weight, vaseline 331 parts by 
weight and essence of sassafras three parts by weight. 
The preparation is sold in tubes. Farmaceutisk 
Tidente, year 1928, number 12. 

Study of Pepsin.—When the purification of pepsin 
is undertaken by precipitation of its aqueous solution 
with the aid of alcohol, the activity of the pepsin is 
very materially reduced. Hence another precipitating 
method has been devised under well-defined con- 
ditions of acidity, time and temperature. Acetone 
was chosen as the precipitant for this substance is 
generally very useful as a flocculating agent with 
protein substances. 

Various experiments were accordingly carried out 
with acetone and the results obtained are reviewed 


below. 


1. In all cases the weight of the precipitate obtained 
is slightly less than the weight of the pepsin which 
was originally used in making the experiment. 
This fact is attributed to the slight solution of the 
pepsin extract in the acetone liquor. 

2. At a py value of 1.03 the precipitate obtained is 
insoluble and completely inactive, as if the acetone 
in a strongly acid medium brings about a veritable 
coagulation of the pepsin colloid. 

3. At a py value of 2.5, which is near the isoelectric 
point of pepsin, the activity is entirely conserved 
even at the end of 48 hours of contact with the 
acetone. 

4. At a p, value of 3.6 to 4.7 and of 5.4 there appears 
to be a slight decrease in the activity of the pepsin. 
Starting with the fifteenth hour this phenomenon is 
particularly very evident at a p, value of 5.4. 

5. At a py value of six the activity is diminished about 
fifty per cent. at the end of one hour's contact with 
acetone, while at a p, value of seven this dimuntion 
within the same period of contact is 90 per cent. 


The temperature during the experiments was main- 
tained constant at 18 degrees C and the degree of 
activity of the pepsin was measured by the Fuld 
method with slight modifications which gave quite 
concordant results with those obtained according to 
the method of the French Pharmacopoeia. 

It may be concluded that when nine parts of acetone 
are added to one part of the pepsin solution, titer 
1,000, ten per cent., the activity of the ferment itself 
is practically unchanged even at the end of forty 
eight hours of contact when the acidity of the solution 
is about equivalent to p, 2.5, the isoelectric point of 
pepsin. Below this acidity the action of the olvsent is 
felt much more decidedly than when the acidity of the 
solution is greater than this amount.

Simplified Practice in Glass 
(Continued from page 333) 

E. F. Kemp, the Proprietary Association: “I have not had 
much time to look into the question of standardization and what 
is contemplated in this simplification program but I am sure our 
association will co-operate in any movement for the good of the 
industry." Mr. Kemp brought out the point that the perfumers 
were not represented, nor were the flavoring extract interests 
represented. The chairman of the meeting called attention to 
the fact that the Division of Simplified Practice had been in 
contact with the Flavoring Extract Manufacturers’ Association 
of the United States for sometime past with the view of develop- 
ing a simplified practice recommendation for containers used in 
its industry. It was the sense of the meeting that the simplifica- 
tion of containers for perfumes and flavoring extracts should be 
left for future consideration and that they not be included in the 
present simplification program for drug and pharmaceutical 
containers. 

E. F. Ebberts, Armstrong Cork Co.: “We are interested from 
the standpoint of closures." (It was decided later that this 
feature should not be included in the scope of the conference.) 

R. L. Nutt, Package Medicine Association, Inc.: ‘I assure 
you we would be glad to co-operate.” 

E. C. Brokmeyer, National Association of Retail Druggists: 
“*T feel sure the NARD will be glad to join with the ohter groups 
in the general movement to simplify the line of glass containers 
used in the drug and pharmaceutical industries.” 

C. P. Frailey, American Drug Manufacturers’ Association: 
“The work of the past five or six years is proof of our interest in 
simplification. We have made considerable progress on catalog 
simplification and results will be published in a short time. Have 
also made extensive glass container simplifications. I feel sure 
our association will co-operate in any way possible.” 

Dr. W. P. Morrill, American Hospital Association: ‘Our 
experience has been, (in items that the Division of Simplified 
Practice has taken up) that there has been from 75 to 90 per cent. 
acceptance of the items as decided upon at these conferences. It 
has proven eminently satisfactory to us.” 

Dr. E. F. Kelly, American Pharmaceutical Association: **We 
will do anything we can to help.” 

W. L. Rosenberger, American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ 
Association: “We wish to co-operate in every way possible. We 
find that a square bottom with a fairly large month is the most 
satisfactory type of bottle.” 

P. C. Doyle, Glass Container Association: “One point I want 
to bring out is, that the glass manufacturers stand ready and 
willing to make anything you want. They are likewise in position 
to join in with any simplification movement that you want to 
make. The way we look at it, the industry as a whole should 
ascertain just what can be brought about in the direction of 
simplification of the bottles as generally used. The question of 
closures should not be brought into the scope of this work.” 

E. L. Peffer, Bureau of Standards: “The Bureau of Standards 
of this Department will be glad to render any assistance possible 
along the lines of research work or laboratory tests in connection 
with this project.” 

Dr. L. E. Warren, Food, Drug and Insecticide Administration, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture: “We are interested in this 
project from the standpoint of labelling. We are anxious to see 
that the contents agreed with the labels.” 

J. L. Bacon, Whithall Tatum Company brought out the point

fied Practice Committee and a uniform packing system worked 
out. 

In addition to the above there were also present S. L. Hilton, 
American Pharmaceutical Association; W. S. Richards, Glass 
Container Association; J. H. Shrader, Association of Dairy, 
Food & Drug Officials; A. C. Taylor, National Association of 
Boards of Pharmacy; F. J. Wagoner, National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association; Frank A. Delgado, Chemical Division, 
Department of Commerce; and W. E. Braithwaite, Division of 
Simplified Practice, Bureau of Standards, chairman of the meeting. 

“After general discussion of the subject of standardization of 
drug and pharmaceutical containers, the following motion was 
made: 

“That a simplified practice committee be appointed to make 
a survey and from the results obtained thereby work out a simpli- 
fied practice recommendation for various types, capacities, sizes, 
etc. of glass containers used in the drug and pharmaceutical 
industries, for consideration and adoption at a subsequent 
general conference of all interests to be held under the auspices 
of the Division of Simplified Practice, U. S. Department of 
Commerce.”” This motion carried unanimously. 

A further motion was made as follows: 

“That it is the sense of this meeting that the simplified practice 
committee should be made up of one representative from each of 
the Associations interested, to serve as a general simplified 
practice committee, said committee to select a chairman and an 
executive committee to guide the activities of the committee, 
with authority to appoint such sub-committees as may be 
necessary."’ This motion also carried unanimously. 

Another motion was then made that W. E. Braithwaite of the 
Division of Simplified Practice write the various Associations 
asking them to appoint one member to serve on the general 
simplified practice committee. The motion was unanimously 
approved. 

It will be the duty of the Joint Simplified Practice Committee 
to supervise the matter of surveys, the preparation of necessary 
questionnaires, the compiling of survey reports, and from the 
results obtained work out a recommended simplified list of types, 
capacities, etc. for the various lines of bottles and jars used in 
the drug and pharmaceutical industries. In order that the work 
of the committee may be expedited it is hoped the various asso- 
ciations and their members will give their prompt assistance and 
full co-operation. This will be vitally necessary if the work of 
the committee is to be constructive and reflect the best thought 
and practice of the industries concerned.”

iodine for preoperative skin disinfection, these experi- 
ments show that mercurochrome in aqueous-alcohol- 
acetone solution is far more desirable for this purpose. 


As a Mouth Disinfectant 


F, E. Rodriguez, Washington, D. C. (Journal 
A. M.A., Sept. 8, 1928), holds that mercurochrome- 
220 soluble (two per cent. aqueous solution) is too 
feeble an antiseptic to be used safely as a surface dis- 
infectant of the oral mucous membranes. The five 
per cent. mercurochrome solution in alcohol and the 
mercurochrome-alcohol-acetone preparations possess 
decided advantages over the aqueous solution, but 
fail in too large a proportion of cases to be considered 
effective in surface disinfection of the oral mucous 
membrane. Iodine in dilutions of 3.5 per cent., and 
even in 1.75 per cent. strength, preferably in glycerin, 
is an effective germicide from the standpoint of surface 
disinfection of the oral mucous membranes.

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In Skin Disinfection 


The bactericidal efficiency in vitro of the three 
mercurochrome solutions was not as great as that of 
the 3.5 iodine solution and decidedly less than that 
of tincture of iodine, says James Stevens Simmons, 
Washington, D. C. (Journal A. M. A., Sept., 8, 1928). 
Iodine gauze placed on the inoculated surface of 
nutrient or blood agar cultures of the test organisms 
resulted in larger areas of growth inhibition than did 
mercurochrome gauze. In the disinfection experiments 
on normal rabbit skin, mercurochrome solutions had 
less bactericidal action on Staphylococcus aureus, 
Streptococcus pyogenes, Streptococcus scarlatinae, E. 
coli and Cl. welchii than did iodine solutions. Mer- 
curochrome, two per cent. aqueous (the commercial 
preparation labeled general antiseptic, in place of 
iodine) failed to kill Staphylococcus aureus, Strepto- 
coccus pyrogenes, streptococcus scarlatinae,E. coli and Cl. 
welchii either onorintheskin in fifty-five of fifty-six tests; 
mercurochrome, two percent. alcohol-acetone-aqueous, 
caused some reduction in the number of organisms but 
failed to disinfect the skin in forty-five of fifty tests; and 
mercurochrome, five per cent. alcoholic, caused a 
similar reduction in bacterial numbers, but failed in 
forty-five of forty-six tests. Iodine, 3.5 per cent., in 
similar experiments killed the various test organisms 
on and in the skin in twenty-two of forty-two tests, 
and in the other twenty tests it resulted in a reduction 
in the numbers of viable organisms. The UV. S. P. 
tincture of iodine was even more effective. It failed 
to kill the test organisms in only seven tests—twice 
with Staphylococcus aureus and in five tests with Cl. 
welchii spores—and in these seven tests the numbers 
of viable organisms was markedly reduced. Tincture 
of iodine was effectively bactericidal in fifty-one of the 
fifty-eight tests. The two per cent. alcohol-acetone- 
aqueous solution of mercurochrome failed to kill or 
lower the virulence of B. anthracis spores on the 
shaven skin of white mice. When such skin, treated 
for two hours with this solution of mercurochrome, 
was inoculated subcutaneously, the mice died of 
anthrax in five or six days. Other mice, treated in a 
similar manner with tincture of iodine, were protected 
against anthrax infection. He concludes that mer- 
curochrome-220 soluble (two per cent. aqueous) is 
not effective in disinfection of the unbroken skin. 
The two per cent. alcohol-acetone-aqueous solution 
of mercurochrome and the five per cent. alcoholic 
solution of mercurochrome are slightly better than 
the watery solution but are comparatively feeble 
bactericidal agents when applied to the unbroken 
skin, as compared with iodine solution. The 3.5 per 
cent. alcoholic solution of iodine is more actively 
bactericidal on unbroken skin than any of the mer- 
curochrome solutions tested. From the standpoint 
of bactericidal action, tincture of iodine (U. S. P.) 
was found to be far superior to any of these solutions 
when used on unbroken skin for disinfection purposes.

| CROWN CORKS SPECIAL PURPOSE CAPS 
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Ichthyol Mark Infringed 


An Italian concern has been marketing a product similar to 
Ichthyol", manufactured by Merck & Co., under the desig- 
nation “Ittiolo’, variously as “‘Ittiolo solfo ammonio” or “Ittiolo 
Pari’. As reported in the “Bulletin of the United States Trade- 
Mark Association’’, August 1928, the Ichthyol Co., filed a suit 
for injunction and damages in the Italian courts. The Appel- 
late Court of Mailand found against the Italian company. On 
appeal, by the defendants, the Court of Cassation in Rome, 
highest court in Italy, affirmed the decision sustaining the ex- 
clusive right of the Ichthyol Co. to the trade-mark. The Mai- 
land Court of Appeals in its opinion stated in part: “‘It is clear 
that the defendant has for its sole aim..... the appropriation 
sateen of a reputation.....But this reputation gained at stren- 
uous effort and expense on the part of the producer cannot be 
exploited by others..... If anyone wishes to produce and sell 
the same product, then he must seek another name and make the 
difficult journey himself .. .The word ‘Ittiolo’ could not and cannot 
be used by the defendant, not even together with an addition, 
especially that of the word ‘Pari’ (substitute); for itis clear that 
in this manner and under the pretext of identifying its product 
as identical..... it at the same time appropriates to itself the 
protected mark and without further ceremony acquires, in this 
inexpensive manner, the reputation gained by the mark.” 





A manufacturers’ protest, against the action of the collector 
at New York in passing certain cork bottle stoppers as exempt 
from the marking provisions of the tariff law, is sustained in a 
decision just announced by the United States Customs Court. 
Granting claim of the Armstrong Cork Co., the Customs Court 
finds that these corks are capable of being marked and if not so 
marked are subject to additional duty penalty of 10 per cent. 


Judge White writes the opinion.
